The Diffenters (it has been thought) were once 
eafy under that Indulgence,. with which the Law 
has favour’d them ; and the Members of the Church 
were far from grudging them any thing: they were 
in poffeffion of, fo long as they ufed no Endea- 
veurs to hoi/t their Toleration into an Eftablifoment. 
But when large Volumes fhall be written with a 
defign to inflame, and conjure up that Spirit of 
Fanaticifm, which has not been heard ‘of for fome 
Years; whenold Favours fhall be little efteem’d, 
unlefs new ones may be thrown in, to turn the Scale 
in favour of the Diffenters; when falfe, or at leaft 
miftaken, or mifreprefented Facts fhall be produ- 
ced, in order to prove the Hardthips the Purtians 
and Separatifts labour’d under, during the Period of

King Fames feems to be.reprefented under two 
difadvantageous, but very, different Characters, of 
a Puritan, anda Papif; but how he can reconcile 
thefe two Charafters, without owning too near a 
Refemblance of their Principles, I am not ableto 
cuels. 

The Royal Martyr did not fuffer enough from 
his Rebe! Subjects, the Ax which feparated his 
Head from his Body, was not keen enough, but his 
Memory muft fuffera fecond Martyrdom, or Per- 
fecution at leaft, from the much keener Pen of our 
Learned Hiftorian, He is ftigmatized as.a Favours 
er of Popery, and Arbitrary Principles, asa Prince 
not true to his Word and Promiufe; which Accufa- 
tionsfrom the Pen of Milton, F. Goodwin, Lud- 
low, the Author of the late Fhitory of Lxgland 
during the Reigns of the Royal Houfe of Stuart, 
or any profeffed Republican, might have appear’d 
with a tolerable good Grace; ” but how far they

Tho’ Accuracy and Exactnefs in Hiftory is not 
every Man’s Talent, yet even when that is wanting, 
we might reafonably expect Truth and fair Dealing. 
from an Author, who more than once, makes fuch 
Jarge Pretences to [mpartiality. | 

If to difguife or colour over Facts, which, under 
a fair Reprefentation, would not bear the Teft ; 
if to warp, curtail, or mangle Authorities, to pick 
out of an Author what he likes, tho’ never fo flen- 
derly fupported, and omit taking notice even in 
that fame Author, of what makes again{t him; if 
to dwell upon invidious Circumftances in the Cha- 
racter of an Adverfary, and to pafs over thofe that 
are favourable with Silence and Negleé& ; be Marks, 
and Characterifticks of a Partial Hiftorian, I de- 
clare, I knowno Hifforian more Partial than Mr, 
Neal, as1 hope to convince the Reader, from a fair 
State of his Facts, and thofe few Remarks and Ob- 
fervations, I fhall make upon them. 

His firft Attempt isto prove King Fames to have 
been a Puritan before his Acceffion to the Engli/h 
Throne. [s it probable, that this King, after fuch 
a Series of barbarous and inhumane Ufage from his 
Scotti/o Subjects of that Perfuafion, fhould ever have 
been a Favourer of their Church-Government, and 
Difcipline? Could Treafon and Rebellion be pro- 
per Methods of reconciling him to a Kirk, the lea- 
ding Members of which had given him but too 
many Proofs of their Inclination to both, The ill 
Ufage of his Mother, Mary Queen of Scots, no 
One can be ignorant of, who is the leaft converfant 
with the Scotch Hiftorians of thofe Times. And 
their ufual Treatment of himfelf,; and his Friends 
was fo abominable, that when Mr. Neal comes once 
to be acquainted with it, I fhould imagine, that 
even he woe not undertake to juftify it.

King was feiz’d at Ruthven by fome of the Nobili- 
ty, who carried him to Halyrood Houfe, the begin- 
ning of Offober, knowing that the People of Edin- 
burgh favour'd their Enterprize; as appear’d by 
the Triumph they made, + finging as they went 
up the Street, the 124th Pfalm, Now I/rael may 
Jay, &c. Towhich Alexander Petrie (a Bigot to 
Presbytery) adds, || ¢ That he heard fome credible 
¢ Perfons (which were there at that time) fay, 
§ thac they added after the Pfalm, Now bath God 
© delivered us, from the Devil, the Duke, and all bis 
© Men. This Attempt at Ruthven, was juftified by 
« the Affembly, and declared to be of good fer- 
¢ vice. Whilft the King lay under Conftraint, two 
¢ Ambaffadors came from france; Monfieur La 
© Motte, and Monfieur Menevil, to folicite his Re- 
‘ Jeafe; againft whom ** the Minifters of Edin- 
© burgh, exclaimed bitterly in their Sermons.’ And 
++ when the Magiftrates at Edinburgh,at the King’s 
Command, weredefirous of feafting the Ambafladors 
before their return to France; * To hinder this, the 
« Minifters the Suzday before, proclaim’d a Faft to 
‘ be kept the fame Day ; and to detain the People at 
¢ Church, the three Ordinary Preachers, one after 
© another, made a Sermon at St, Giles’s Church, 
¢ thund’ring Curfes againft the Magiftrates and o- 
¢ ther Noblemen, that waited upon the Ambafia- 
¢ dors by the King’s Direction. And when the 
* Ambaffadors were return’d, they perfecuted the

In * the Year 1583, theKing by the help of 
Colonel Stuart, Captain of the Guard, got free 
from their Reftraint, and publifh’d his Declara- 
tion, touching the Attempt at Ruthven. +f For 
which Earl Gowry and others were executed. 

And the Confpiracy of Earl Gowry, (the Son of 
the Farl beheaded) to take away the King’s Life, 
tho’ it has been called in queftion by fome, yet 
| Bifhop Spot/woodand Mr, Camden, I think, have 
fo far cleared that Point, that any unprejudic’d 
Perfon might be fatisfied, by referring to their 
Authority. But left ic fhould not fuffice for the 
Conviction of Mr. Neal, I beg leave toadd an Au- 
thority or two, which he will not be able to gain- 
fay. We ** are told by Dr. Plume, in the: Life of 
Bifhop Hacket, ‘ That the Bifhop preached’ before

* yet this good Bifhop was afflured, that Bifhop 
« Andrews once fell down upon his Knees before

‘true. The King replied, thofe People were 
¢ much to blame, who would never believe a Trea- 
¢ fon, unlefs their Prince were actually murdered, 
¢ But did affure him in the Faith of a Cbriftian, 
< and upon the Word of a King, their treafonable 
¢ Attempt again{ft him was too true.” To which we

may add Bifhop Burnet’s Authority, which I be- 
lieve will have the greateft weight with our Hifto- 
rian. ‘ Gowry’s * Confpiracy, fays he, was by 


them charged on the King as a Contrivance of 
his, to get.rid of that Earl, who was then held 
in great Efteem: But my Father, who had taken 
great pains to enquire into the Particulars of that 
Matter, did always believe it was a real Confpi- 
racy. One thing which none of the Hiftorians 
have taken Notice of, and. might bave induced 


the Earl Gowry to have wifhed to put King Fames 


out of the way, but in fuch a difguifed manner, 
that he fhould feem rather to have efcaped out of 
a Snare himfelf, than to have laid one for the 


King, was this: Upon the King’s Death, he 


ftood next to the Succeffion to the Crown of 
England; for King Henry VUlth’s Daughter, that 
was married to King Fames lV. did after his 
Death marry Dowgla/s Earl of Angus: But they 
could not agree, fo a Pre-contract was pronoun- 
ced againft him, Upon which, by a Sentence 
from Rome, the Marriage was voided, with a 
Claufe in favour of the Iffue fince born under a 
Marriage de facto, and bond fide; Lady Marga- 
ret Dowgla/s was the Child fo provided for. I 
did perufe the original Buil confirming the Di- 
vorce. After that, the Queen Dowager marri- 
ed one: Francis Steward, and had by him a Son, 
made Lord Methuen, by King James V. In the 
Patent he is called Frater Nofter Uicrinus. He 
had only a Daughter, who was Mother, or 
Grandmother to the Earl of Gowry: So that by 
this, he might be glad to put the King out of 
the way, that fo he might ftand next to the Suce 
ceffion of the Crown of England.’

* by the Example of a Father, that falling in a

vince me, that the King was always a Favourer of 
Epiicopacy ; yet it is very proper, that Mr. Neal’s 
Authorities, in fupport of his contrary Affertion, 
fhould be produced, which are as follow.

‘ fince I was ten Years old, yet fince I had ability 
« to judge, I was never of them ; neither did an 
« thing make me more to condemn and deteft their 
¢ Courfes, than that they did fo peremptorily dif- 
¢ allow.of all Things, which had at all been ufed 
‘ in Popery: For my part, I know not how to an- 
© fwer the Objections of the Papiffs, when they 
‘ charge us with Novelties, but truly to tell them 
« their Abufes are new ; but the Things which they 
¢ abufed, we retain in their Primitive Ufe, and 
« forfake only the Novel Corruption.’ 
_At.another time he faid; + * Itpleafed him, to

not leave him to his Grave: And that he would 
hazard his Crown, but he would fuppre!s thofe 
malicious Spirits.’ 

Neal ibid. in bis Speech to the Parliament 1598, 
he tells them, he minded not to bring in Papiftical and 
Anglicane Bifhops. 

This is grounded upon as flender an. Authority, 
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-as the Declaration before-mention’d, which appears 
I think from what has been already oblerved. To 


which I fhall add one Paflage from the King’s 
Speech: in’ the Star-Chamber, June 20th, 1646.

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« *Tis * a fign (fays he) of the latter Days draw- 
ing on, even the Contempt of the Church, and 
the Governors and Teachers thereof now in the 
Church of England; which I fay in my Confci- 
ence, of any Church, that everI read or knew of, 
prefent or paft, is moft pure, and neareft the Pri- 
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Difcipline, and is furelieft founded upon the Word 

of God, of any Church in Chriftendom.’ | 
The Papifts next lay claim to him, if we will 
take Mr. Nea/’s Word for it, but with as little Rea- 
fon asthe Puritans. | 

Neal, p. 3. The Papifts put the King in remem- 
brance, that he was born of Roman Catholick Pa- 
rents, and bad been baptized with the Rites and Cere- 
monies of the Church of Rome; that bis Mother, of 
whom he ufually {poke with Reverence, was a Martyr 
for the Church, and that be himfelf upon fundry Oc- 
cafions had expreffed no diflike to ber Dottrines, tho’ 
he difallowed of the Ufurpations of the Court of Rome 

over Foreign Princes. That he had called the Church 
of Rome his Mother-Church; ibat therefore they 
prefumed to welcome bis Majefty into England, witb 
a Petition for an open Toleration. 

How far King Fames affected the Romijh Reli- 
sion, or encouraged a Toleration of it, we fhall 
be able to judge from his own Authority. In his 
Speech to the Lords and Commons at Whitehall, 
March 21. 1609, he has the following Words : 
‘ As + for Religion, we have all great caufe 
< to take heed unto it; Papi/ts are waxed as proud 

at this time as ever they were, which makes mafiy 
to think they have fome new Plotin hand ; they 
are waxed fo proud, that fome fay, no Man dare 
prefent them, nor Judges meddle with them,

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they are fo backed and upholden by divers great 
Courtiers. Itis a furer and better way to remove 
the Materials of Fire, before they be kindled, 
than to quench the Fire when once it is kindled, 
I do not mean by this, to move you to make 
ftronger Laws, than are already made, but fee 
thofe Laws may be well executed that are in force, 
otherwife they cannot but fall into contempt, 
and become rufty, &c. 
‘ As for Recufants, let them all be duly: prefent- 
ed without Exception: for in Times paft, there 
hath been too great a Connivance, and forbear- 
ing of them, efpecially of great Mens Wives, 
and their Kin and Followers. None ought to be 
fpared from being brought under the Danger of 
the Law, and thenit is my part to ufe Mercy, 
as I think convenient.’ 


In his firft Speech to his Parliament the roth of 


Marth 1603, before he had been provoked by 
that hellifh Confpiracy, formed againft him by the 
Papifts; he plainly dilcovers the {mall Affection he 
bore to that Religion. 
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‘© Of * one Thing I would have the Papifts. of 
this Land to be admonifhed, That they prefume 
not fo much upon my Lenity (becaufe I would be 
loth to be thought a Perfecutor) as thereupon to 
think it lawful for them daily to increafe their 
Number and Strength in this Kingdom, whereby 
if not in my time, at leaft in the time of my Po- 
f{terity, they might be in hopes to erect their Reli- 
gion again, No, let them affure themfelves,that as 
lama Friend to their Perfons, if they be good 
Subjects ; fo lam a vowed Enemy,and do denounce 
mortal War to their Errors; and thatasI would 
be forry to be driven by their ill Behaviour from 
the Protection and Confervation of their Bodies

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¢-and Lives; fo will I never ceafe, as far as I can, to 
© tread down their Errors and wrong Opinions, For 
¢ I could not permit the encreafe and growing of 
¢ their Religion without firft betraying of myfelf, 
¢ and mine own Confcience, &c, and therefore 
€ would I with all good: Subjects, that are deceiv’d 
¢ with that Corruption, &¢. to aflure themfelves, 
< that fo long as they are difconformable in Reli- 
¢ gion from.us, they cannot be but half my: Sub- 
< jects, be able to do but half Service, and I to 
« wanrthe beft half ofthem, whichis their Souls.’ 
To this may be added'a very material Proof, the 
Attempt of the Papi/fs to fet afide the King’s Suc- 
ceffion to the Crown of England. ‘ About * the 
¢ Year 1601, Pope Clement VIL. fent his Breves 
¢ (as they call them) into England, warning, all the 
Clergy and Laity, that profefied the Roman 
Faith, not to admit after the Queen’s Death any 
Man, how near foever in Blood, to be King, 
 unlefS he fhould bind himfelf by Oath, to pro- 
mote the Catholick Roman Religion. And Bifhop. 
Spot/wood informs us, + that all that were Ememies 
to the Proteftant Religion, the Ze/wits efpecially, 
bufied to ftir up a Party againft the King and his 
Title to England. They had loft all hopes of 
gaining his Affection, or obtaining any hopes of 
Toleration, when he fhould come to the Crown: 
and had found their Writings and Pamphlets for 
the Infanta of Spain her Right, to move few or 
none. Thereupon they fell to treat ofa Marriage 
betwixt Lady Arabella, and Robert Prince of 
Savoy: and that not fucceeding, to fpeak of a 
Match betwixt her, and a Grandchild of the Earl 
of Hertford’s, judging that their Pretenfions being 
conjoin’d, many would befriend them, to the

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‘ excluding the King of Scots. But the Queen, who 
‘ truly favour’d his Right, dafhed all thefe Pro- 
¢ jects, and caufed an Eye to be kept upon that 
¢ Lady, and fuch as reforted unto her.

¢ about the next Succeffion to the Crown of Eng- 
© Jand, intwo Parts, Twas printed 1593-94, in 
¢ 8vo. under the Name of NV. Doleman,. the'fecond

* the penning whereof did much endear him to the 
‘ King of Spain, But fo foon as this Book peep’d 
* forth, which was accounted a moft heinous and 
* fcandalous Thing, the Parliament enacted, 35 
¢ Elizab. That whofoever fhould be found to have 
¢ it in his Houfe fhould be guilty of High-Trea- 
¢ fon; and whether the Printer of it was hane’d, 
‘ drawn, and quarter’d, (as fone fay he was) I 
‘ cannot afirm. — 

And can Mr. Neal after all this Proof to the 
contrary, (to which an infinite Number of Autho- 
rities to the fame purpofe, might be added) fufpe& 
King James to have been a Favourer of Popery ? 
With thefame Reafon, and by the very fame Rule, 
we might conclude Mr. Nea/to be a Favourer of 
Monarchy, and Epifcopacy ; notwithftanding all 
the Virulency we meet with againft three admira- 
ble Monarchs, and fome eminént Bifhops, in his 
two late Performances ;, for no other Reaton,. than 
the noble ftand they made againft thofe that were 
Bigots to the Separation ; and for their ftrict Ad- 
herence to the Church eftablifhed. 

After this, he proceeds to fupport his Evidence 
in favour of the hopes of the Puritans, in the fol- 
lowing manner.

We have next a Specimen of this Gentleman’s 
great Accuracy in Hiftory, who tells us, Neal, 
p. 10. (from Sérype's Life of Whitgift, Append. 
N°, 43.) That the old Archbifbop was doubtful of the 
Event, for in one of bis Letters to Cecil Earl of Sa- 
lisbury, be writes, &c. : 

Cecil was not at that time Earl of Salisbury, but 
Lord Vifcount Cranburn, and created Earl of Salis- 
bury * upon the Feaft of St. George, at Greenwich, 
1604. and the miltake is not Mr. Strype’s, but 
Mr. Neal's, as appears from the Place referred to in 
Sirype’s Whitgift, App. Book 4. N°. 43. Pp. 230- 
The Title of this Letter: ¢ The ‘Archbifhop of 
© Canterbury to Gilbert, Earl of Shrewsbury, con- 
¢ cerning the Endeavours of the Puritans, with the 
¢ King, and his own Diligence in behalf of the 
© Church, December 12, 1603.” | 

His next Attempt is to difcredit the moft authen- 
tic Relation that is extant, of the Hampton-Court 
Conference. : 

The Divines for the Church appear’d 
zn the Habits of their re/pective Diftindtions, but thefe 
for the Puritans, in their Furr Gowns, like Turky- 
Merchants.

‘Neal, p.tts The Account of this Conference was 
publifhed only by Dr. Barlow, who being a Party, 
(fays Fuller) jet a foarp Edge on his own, and a blunt 
one on bis Adverfaries Weapons; Dr. Sparks avd 
Dr, Reynolds complain’d, that they were wronged by 
that Relation, and Dr. Jackfon declared, that Barlow 
repented upon his Death-Bed, of the Injury he had 
done the Puritan Minifters at the Hampton-Court 
Conference, Peirce p. 153, 154. 

The Improbability of this Story may be judged 
of, from the Character of his Author, when 
compared with the much better Authority of 
Mr. Strype, whofe Impartiality Mr. Neal I hope 
will not call in queftion. And he informs us*, 
¢ That an authentic Relation was drawn up by 
Barlow Dean of Chefter, and that by the Arch- 
bifhop’s own Order, which therefore we may 
conclude, was carefully review’d by himfelf; 
and that it might be the more exact and com- 
plete, it was completed and enlarged by the 
Writer, (before it was publifhed) with the Notes 
and Copies of the Bifhop of London, the Deans of 
Chrifi-Church, Winchefter and Windjor, and the 
Archdeacon of Nottingham,’ 

Neal, .p..12. In the Common- Prayer Book, bis 
Majefty bad fome Scruples about the Confirmation of 
Children, as if it imported a Confirmation of Baptifm s 
but the Archbifhop on bis Knees replied, That the 
Church did not hold Baptifm imper fee without Con~ 
jirmation. Bancroft faid, it was of Apoftolical Infti- 
tution, Heb. vi, 2. where tis called the Doétrine of 
laying on of Hands. 

From his fubfequent Account of this Conference, 
in which the Reader will meet with fome things 
* Life of Whirgift, p.571. 
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bordering upon Contradictions, one would ima- 
gine, the Kirig could make no fcruples on that fide 
of the Queftion, and he can’t forbear (even in the 
Paragraph here referred to) curtailing the Senfe of 
his Authors, by omitting the following Words cited 
by Bp. Barlow and Dr. Fuller*; ¢ So did Mr.Caivin 
« expound that very Place, who wifhed earneftly 
© the Reftitution thereof in thofe reformed Churches, 
© where it had been abolifhed.’ 

Neal, p. 14. Mr. Patrick Galloway, who was 
prefent at the Conference, gives this Account of it to 
the Presbytery of Edinburgh ; That on January 12th, 
the King commanded theBifbops, as they would anfwer 
it to God in Conjcience, and to bimfelf upon their Obe- 
dience, to advife among themfelves of the Corruptions 
of the Courch in Doétrine, Ceremonies, and Difcipline, 
who, after Confultation reported, that all was well, 
but when bis Majefty with great Fervency brought In- 
fiances.to ibe contrary, ibe Bifbops on their Knees with 
great earneftne/s craved, that nothing might be alter’d, 
left Popith Recufants punifbed by Penal Statutes for 
their Difobedience, and the Puritans punifhed by De- 
privation from their Callings and Livings for Noncon- 
formity, foould fay, they bad juft Caufe to infulé upon 
them, as Men who bad travailed to bind them to that, 
cubich by their own Mouths now was confeffed to be 
erroneous. 

I fhould have thought Bifhop Barlow’s the only 
publifoed Account, from Mr. Neal’s Authority, p. 81. 
But here we have an Account (and that publifhed 
100, I fuppofe) of Mr. Paérick Galloway’s ; and how 
confiftent it is with what Mr. Nea/ mentions, 
p. 10, tr, and elfewhere, of the King’s behaviour 
towards the Puritans, I beg of him to confider. 
When the King (he tells us) conferred with the Bifvops, 
be behaved with Softnefi, and a great Regard to their

fore him, inftead of being Moderator, be took upon him

This Account of Mr. Patrick Galloway’s differs 
much from Mr. Robert Fobnfton’s*, a Scotch Hifto- 
rian, who feems to me to confirm Bifhop Barl:w’s 
in every particular, 

Neal, p.15. Bancroft could no longer contain bim- 
felf, but falling upon his Knees, begg’d the King with 
great Earneftne/s to flop the Dr’s [Raynolds’s] Mouth, 
according to an ancient Canon, that Schifmaticks are 
not to be heard againft their Bifhops. 

‘ The Bifhop of London (fays Barlow, p. 26.) 
much moved to hear thefe Men, who fome of 
them the Evening before, and the fame Morn- 
ing, had made femblance of joining with the 
Bithops, and that they fought for nothing but 
Unity, now ftrike to overthrow (if they could) 
all at once, cut him off, and kneeling down, 
moft humbly defired his Majefty firft, that the 
ancient Cazon might be remembred, That Schi/ma- 
tici contra Epifcopos non fant audiendi.’ 
Neal, p.17. With regard to preaching, the Doéfor 
complain’d of Pluralities in the Church, and pray'd 
that all Parifbes might be furnifhed with preaching 
Minifters. Upon which Bancroft fell upon bis Knees, 
and petitioned bis Majefty, that ali Parifbes might 
have a praying Miniftry, for preaching is grown fa 
much in fafbion, (fays he) that the Service of the 
Church is negleéted, befides Pulpit Harangues are very 
dangerous, &c. | 
¢ Here my Lord of London kneeling, (fays Bar- 
© low, p. 535 54.) humbly defired his Majefty (be- 
© caufe he faw, ashe faid, it was a time of moving 
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Petitions) that he might have leave to make two 
or three; firft, that there might be amongft us 
a Praying Miniftry: for whereas there are in the 
Miniftry many excellent Duties to be performed, 
as the Abfolving of the Penitent, Praying for, 
and Bleffing of the People, Adminiftring of the 
Sacraments, and the like ; it is come to that pals 
now, that fome fort of Men thought it the only 
Duty required of a Minifter, to fpend the time 
of fpeaking qut of a Pulpit ; fometimes God wot 
very undifcreetly and unlearnedly: and this, with 
fo great injury and prejudice to the Celebration of 
Divine Service, that fome Minifters would be 
content to walk in the Church-yard till Sermon- 
time, rather than to be prefent at publick Prayer. 
He confeffed, that in a Church new to be plan- 
ted, Preaching was moft neceffary; but among 
us, now long eftablifhed in the Faith, he thought 
it not the only neceffary Duty to be performed, 
and the other to be fo profanely neglected and 
contemn’d.’ 3 
Neal, p. 21. Dr. Reynolds and bis Brethren were 
called in, not to difpute, but to bear the few Altera- 
tions or Explanations in the Common- Prayer Book al- 
ready mentioned, which not anfwering their Expecia- 
tion, Mr. Chaderton fell on bis Knees, and humbly 
prayd, that the Surplifs and Crofs might not be urged 
upon fome Godly Mimifters in Lancashire. 

What reafon there was for this Requeft in favour 
of fome Godly Minifters in Lancajbire, 1 hope 
Mr. Neal will be convinced from Bifhop Barlow's 
and Mr. Strype’sAccount, which follows*: “ Only 
© Mr. Chatterton of Emanuel College kneeling, re- 
© quefted, that the wearing the Surphifs, and the 
< ufe of the Crofs in Baptifm, might not be urged 
< upon fome Honeft, Godly, and Painful Minifters

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© in Lancafbire, who fear’d, if they were forced 
‘unto them, many whom they had won to the 
¢ Gofpel would flide back into Popery again ; and 
© particularly inftanced in the Vicar of Ratte/dale s. 
< (he could not have light upon a worfe:) For not 
‘ many Years before, he was proved before my 
¢ Lord Archbifbop, as his Grace there teftified, and 
‘ my Lord Chazcellor, by his unfeemly and unreve- 
¢ rent Ufage of the Eucharift, dealing the Bread out 
< of a Basket, every Man putting in his Hand and 
¢ taking out a Piece, to have made many loath the 
« Holy Communion, and wholly refufe to come to 
¢ Church,’ 

Neal, p,21. Thus ended this mock Conference, for 
it deferves no better Name, all things heing concluded 
privately between the King and the Bifoaps, before tke 
Puritans were brought upon the Stage, to be made a 
Spectacle to their Enemies, and born down with calm 
Reafon and Argument, but with the Royal Authority, 
I approve or I diffent, the King making himfelf both 
Fudge and Party. 

How confiftent this is with what Mr. Neal ob- 
ferves before from Mr. Patrick Galloway, p. 14. I 
leave the Reader to judge. | 

To what has been already obfery’d concerning, 
the King’s Behaviour at the Hampton-Court Confe- 
rence, Bifhop Barlow adds*, ‘ That his Majefty’s 
‘ Gracious Conclufion was fo piercing, as that it 
‘ fetch’d Tears from fome on both fides.’ 

Neal, p.22. The Puritans refused to be concluded 
by this Conference, for which he quotes a Book, en- 
titled, 4 Chriftian and modeft Offer of Conference with 
the Prelates, printed 1606. 

This Book was dedicated to the King, and 
Dr. Burges makes this Obfervation upon it Ts

Fall, and Fellow of Peter-boufe. [Sirype’s Life of 
Whitgift, p. 4.] 

Neal, Ibid. He complied with ihe Times in Queen 
Mary’s Reign, though he difapproved of ber Religion, 
How far he complied with the Times, Mr. Sirype 
informs us in the following Words: 

* « There was to be a Vifitation of that Univer- 
© fity [Cambridge] by Authority of Cardinal Pole, 
© (now Archbifhop of the Church of Canterbury, 
‘ and the Pope’s Legate,) in the Year 1556. in 
‘ order to the fuppreffing of pretended Herefy, that

bridge, and for the urging of Popery upon Fellows

Pillar and Patron, and himfelf had fpecial Caufe 
to forrow for the want of fuch an ancient, con- 


{tant and dear Friend, And Dr. Babington Bifhop

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of Worcefter, in his Funeral Sermon *, * That he 
« lived and dicd in great Reputation, and particu- 
© larly happy for being efteem’d for his Wifdom,

© Q. Elizabeth and K. Fames, who both confulted 
¢ with him in all Matters of the Church, and making 

Laws and Orders for the well governing of it, 
and likewife in always taking his Advice for pro- 
* per Men to be placed in the chief Preferments of 
‘:t; and who feeing the great Danger of the over- 
« throw of the Religion happily reformed at the 
* firft, oz. of the Doctrine of it by the Papifts, 
‘and the Difcipline and Conftitution of it by the 
¢ New Reformers, devoted himfelf, his Pains, his 
¢ Studies, his Learning, his Intereft, to the prefer- 
‘ ving of it; wherein he had Succefs to the end of 
‘ his Days, tho’ through much Oppofition.’ 

Neal, p.26. His Grace grew weary of the invidi- 

us Limployment, and being afraid of King James’s firft 
Parliament, died, as it 15 faid, with Grief before it 
met, defiring rather to give an Account of bis Bifbop= 
rick to God than to Man. 

How unhappy is this poor Archbifhop, whofe 
Words and Actions have always the bad Fortune 
to be mifreprefented by Mr. Neal! Take the 
Words from Strype, as follow +; Et nunc Domine 
exaltata eft anima mea, quod in eo tempore fuccubui, 
quando malltem Epi/copatis mei reddere rationem, quam 
inter bomines exercere: * My Soul is lifted up, that 
* I die ina time, wherein I had rather give up to 
* God an Account of my Bifhoprick, than any 
* longer to exercife it among Men.’ 

Let the Reader judge which is the moft faithful 
Tranflation; and 1 can fee no reafon why it fhould 
be fufpected that he died of Grief, for he was born 
in the Year 1530, and died in 1603, aged 73 Years.

‘ he was a Man born for the Benefit of his Coun- 
* try, and Good of his Church ; wherein he ruled

Sir George Paui’s Character of him, (who knew

Upon bis Advancement, the Dutch and 
French Minifters within bis Dioce/s, prefented him 
with an Addres for bis Protettion, wherein tbey fet 
forth; That their Churches were granted them by 
Charter from Pious King Edward VI. in the Year 1550, 
and tho? they were again difperfed by the Marian Per- 
Secution, they were reftored to their Churches and Pri- 
vileges by Queen Elizabeth, in the Year 1558 ; from 
which time they had been in the uninterrupted Poffefion 
of them. It appears from our Records, fay they, how 
kind and friendly the Pious Grindal was to us, and 

what pains the prudent Bifhop Sandys took in composing 
our Differences..

Neal, p. 41. His Grace revived the Perfecution of 
she Puritans, by enforcing the obfervance of all the 
Feftivals of the Churcd, by reviving the ufe of Copes, 
Surplices, Caps, Hoods, &c. according to the firft 
Service-Book of King Edward, by obliging the Clergy 
to fubferibe the three Articles of Whitgift, which by 
the late Canon [36,| they were obliged to declare, they 
did willingly and from the Heart. By thefe Methods 
of Severity, [Altare Damafc.] about three Hundred 
Puritan Miniffers were filenced, or deprived, &c. 

* «The Altar of Damajcus tells us, if we may 
“ believe him, that no fewer than three Hundred 
« preaching Minifters were either filenced or de- 
¢ prived on that account; but the Author or 
¢ Authors of that Book, whoever they are, can 
« make a Mountain of a Mole-Hill, if it ftands in 
« their way: for it appears by the Rolls brought in 
‘ by Bifhop Bancroft before his Death, that there

‘ cipals, he ftruck fuch a general Terrour into all 
¢ the reft, that Inconformity grew out of fafhion 
¢ in lefs time than could be eafily imagined.’ 

Neal, p.47. The greateft Number of thofe that left 
their Native Country for Religion were Brownifts, or 
_ rigid Separatifts, of whom Mr. John Ain{worth and 
Robinfon were the Leaders. Mr. Johnfon erected a 
Church at Amfterdam after the Model of tbe Brown- 
ifts, having the Learned Mr. Ainfworth for Docior or 
Teacher. Thefe two publifbed to the World a Confeffion 
of Faith of the People cailed Brownilts, in the Year 
1602; not much different in Doétrine from the Har- 
mony of Confeffions. 

A Traé& was publifhed, with this Title*; Ax 
Apology of fuch true Chriftians as are commonly but 
unjuftly called Brownilts, againft fuch Imputations as 
are laid upon them by the Univerfity of Oxford, Ad- 
drefs’d to King Fames, by the Overfeers, Deacons, 
and Brethren of the Englifh Church at Amfterdam, — 
in the Low Countries, exiled for the Truth of Chrift. 
Printed 1604. 

The following Articles fhew the Spirit of thefe 
People, and how worthy they were of Favour from 
the Eftablifhment.

Being Men of warm Spirits, they fell 
to pieces about [ome Pabas of Difcipline ; Johnfon ex- 
communicated his own father and Brother for trifling 
Matters, after having rejected the Medtation of the 
Presbytery of Amfterdam. bis divided the Congre- 
gation, tmfomuch that Mr. Ain{worth and half the 
Congregation excommunicated Johnfon, who “after 
fome time return’d the fame Compliment to Ainfworth: 
at length the Conirover|y grew fo oot, that Amfterdam 
could not bold them, &c. 

Dr. et s Account of thele Separatijis, is very 
remarkable *;°¢ That having broken afunder the

‘ Bond 
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‘Bond of Peace,. they found no poffibility of 
preferving the Spirit of Unity; one Separation 
rowing continually on the neck of another, till 
they were crumbled into nothing. The Brethren 
of the firft Separation had found fault with the 
Church of England for reading Prayers and Ho- 
milies as they lay in the Book, and not admitting 
the Presbytery to take place amonegft them. But 
the Brethren of the fecond Separation take as 
much Diftafte againft retaining all Set-Forms of 
Hymns, and Pfalms, committing their Concep- 
tions, both in Praying and Prophefying, to the 
help of Memory, and did as much abominate 
Presbytery as the others liked it. For firft, they 
prefuppofe for granted, as they fafely might, 
that there be three kinds of fpiritual Wortfhip, 


© Praying, Propbe/ying, and Singing of Pfalms and 
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then fubjoin this Maxim, That there is the fame 
reafon of helps in all the Parts of fpiritual Wor- 
fhip, as is to be admitted in any one, during the 
performing of that Worfhip, upon which ground 
they charge it home upon their Fellow-Separatifts, 


© That asin Prayer, the Book is to be laid afide by the 
‘ Confeffion of the ancient Brethren of the Separation, 
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fo muft it alfo be in Prophefying, and finging of 
Pfalms and therefore, whether we pray, or fing, 
or prophefy, it is not to be from the Book, but out of 
the Heart. For Propbe/ying, next they tell us, 
that the Spirit is quench’d two manner of ways, 
by Memory, as well as Reading. And to make 
known how little ufe there is of Memory in the 
A& of Prophe/ying or Preaching; they tell us, that 
the citing of Chapter or Verfe, (as not being ufed 
by Chrift and his Apoftles, in their Sermons or 
Writings) is a Mark of Antichrift. And as for 
Pfalms, which make the third Part of fpiritual 
Worfhip ; they propofe thefe Queries: Hixf, 
Whether in a Pfalm, a Man muft be tied to Metre, 

| ; © Ryibme, - 
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Rythme, and Tune? and whether a Voluntary be 
« not as neceffary in Tune and Words, as well as Mat- 
“ ter? and, Secondly, Whether Metre, Rythme and 
“ Tune be not quenching the Spirit 2? tt 
© According to which Refolution of the new Se- 
‘ paration, every Man, when the Congregation 
* fhall be met together, may firft conceive his own 
* Matter in the Act of Praifing ; deliver it in Profe, - 
© or Metre, as he lifts himfelf; and in the fame In- 
* ftant chaunt out in what Tune foever, that which 
* comes firft into his own Head: which would be 
\ © fuch a horrible Confufion of Tongues and Voices, 
* that hardly any howling or gnafhing of Teeth can 
‘ be like unto it. Finally, as to Forms of Govern- 
‘ment, they declared thus, (or to this purpofe, 
“ atthe leaft, if my Memory fail not) That as they 
* which live under the Tyranny of the Pope, and 
* Cardinals, worthip the very Beaft itfelf; and they. 
~-* which live under the Government of Archbifhops 
‘ and Bifhops, do worfhip the Image of the Beaft 5 
‘ fo they which willingly obey the Reformed Pref- 
* bytery of Paftors, Elders, and Deacons, worthi 
‘ the Shadow of that Image. To fuch ridiculous 
* Follies are Men commonly brought, when once 
‘ prefuming on fome new Light to direé their 
‘ Actions, they fuffer themfelves to be mifguided 
* by the /gnis Patuus of their own Inventions, And 
«in this Pofture ftood the Brethren of the Separation, 
‘ dnno 1606, when Smith firft publifhed his Book 
“ of the prefent Differences between the Churches of 
* the Separation, as he honeftly calls them. But 
_ afterwards, there grew another great Difpute be- 
‘ tween Ainfworth and Broughton, whether the Co- 
lour of Aarons Linnen Ephod were of Blue, or a 
© Sea-Water Green: which did not only trouble aH 
* the Dyers in Amfterdam, but drew their feveral 
* Followers into Sides and Faétions, and made good 
Sport to all the World, but themfelves alone. 
« "By. 
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+ By reafon of which Divifions and Sub-Divifions, 
they fell at laft into fo many Fra@tions, that one ° 
of them in the End became a Church of himfelf, 
and having none to join in Opinion with him, 
‘ baptiz’d himfelf, and thereby got the Name of a 
« Seg: Baptift, which never any Sectary or Heretick 
« had got before.’ ie” 
. Neal, p. 50. The difference among the Puritans 
engag’d them in a warm Controver/y among them- 
jolves, about the Lawfulne/s and Neceffity of feparating 
from the Church of England: Mo/t of the Puritans 
«vere for keeping within ihe Pale of the Church, ap- 
prebending tt to be a true Church in it?s Doétrines and 
Sacraments, though defective in Difcipline, and cor- 
yupt in Ceremonies, but being a true Church, they 
thought it not lawful to feparate, though they could 
hardly continue in it witb a good Confcience. | 

Mr. Canne, a Brownift, in his Preface to his 
Piece, call’d, A Neceffity of Separation from the 
Oburch of England, proved from the Nonconformitts 
Principles, Printed 1634. has the following 
Words, « I know whatI fay, and have good Ex- 
« perience of this thing ; for there is not ten of a 
¢ hundred which feparate from the Church of Eng- 
< land, but are moved firft thereto, (1 fpeak of 

‘outward Means) by the Doétr.nes of the Noncon- 
< formijts, either in Word, or Writing, taught to 
«the People: And indeed upon their Grounds, 
' how can any one do lefs than feparate, if his Heare 
© be tender againtt every Sin, feeing that they con- 
¢ fidently affirm, that their Miniftry, Worfhip and 
¢ Difcipline is from Aaticbrift, and in their Church 
‘are Swarms of Atbei/ts, Papijis, Erroneous and 
© Hteretical Se€taries, Witches, Charmers, Mur- 
‘« therers, Thieves, Adulterers, Lyars, ec. Thefe 
‘ are thei own Teftimonies, and we know they 
¢ are true; and therefore in obedience to God, and 
< care of our Precious Souls, we have Jeft our un- 
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© fanéctified. {tanding : in their Affemblies, and 
« through the Lord’s Mercy to us, do walk in the 
* Holy Order of his Gofpel, although daily Suffe- 
* rers for it. 

© The following Principles (touching a true 
‘ Church-Miniftery, Worfhip and Governments as 
“ alfo how quite contrary hereto, the Englifh is) 
« are not taken out of our Writings, but from the 
* Nonconformifts, yea and even from the chiefeft of 
© them, which for Learning, Zeal, Judgment, Ho- 
© hnefs of Life, &@c. have ever held that Caufe. 
* Moreover, they are not barely affirm’d, but fuffi- 
* ciently confirm’d ; and therefore it ftandeth every. 
* One upon, to take them the more to heart, for. 
“ele, not one but many of themfelves, even Pro-

Mr. Neal from hence may learn, what Fa. 
couragement the Puritans gave the Separatifts, by 
their Writings. | 

Neal, p. 55. The Lincolnthire Minifters drewx 
tp an Apology for thofe Minifters who are troubled for 
refufing of Subfcription and Conformity, and prefented 
tt. to the King, December ift, 1604. The Abridg- 
ment of which is now before me, and begins with a 
Declaration of their Readinefs to Jubjcribe the firft of 
ibe three Articles, required by the 36th Canon, ‘con- 
cerning the King’s Supremacy; but to the other two 
we cannot fubfcribe, becaule we are perfuaded that both 
the Book of Common-Prayer, and the other Books to: 
be fublcribed by the Canon, (of which yet in fome 
Refpects we reverently efleem) contain in them Sundry 
Things which are not agreeable, but contrary to the 
Word of God. 

Lhe Apology and Abridgment were one and the 
fame Book ; take Dr. Fleylin’s Account of it *. « But 
* the gaining of this Man [Dr. Fobn Burges] did 
* not fill the reft: For prefently on the Neck of

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¢ this, comes out a factious Pamphlet, publifh’d 
‘ by the Lincolnfhire Minifters, which they call the 
<« Abridgment, containing the Sum and Subftance of

< reference to Doctrine, Government, or Forms of 
© Worfhip. Concerning which, it 1s obferv’d by 
¢ the faid Dr. Burgefi, that he found the State of 
« the Queftion to be very much alter’d in the fame s 
« that Cartwright and the reff, in the times forego- 
¢ ing, though they had fharpen’d both their Wits 
< and Pens againft the Ceremonies, opposd them 
¢ as inconvenient only, but not unlawful : that there- 
« fore they endeavour’d to perfuade the Minifters

© munion knecling, than not to receive the fame at

The Book contains 35 Pages in.12°, and 
Mr. Neal in his Abftra& has omitted feveral things 
very remarkable. Inthe fecond Chapter, the ninth 
Article is wholly omitted, and is as follows: * Altho’

And 
therefore a King governing in a fettled Kingdom, 
leaves to bea King, and degenerates into a Ty- 
rant, as foon as he eaves off to rule according to 
his Laws, In which Cafe the King’s Confeience 
may fpeak unto him, as the poor Woman faid 
to Pbilip of Macedon, either govern according 
to your Law, aut ne Rex fis; and tho’ no Chri- 
fiian Man, ought to allowany Rebellion of Peo- 
ple againft their Prince, yet doth God never leave 
Kings unpunifhed, when they tranfgrefs thefe 
Limits, fc, Therefore all Kings that are not 
Tyrants, or perjured, will be elad to bound 
themfelves within the Limits of their Laws; and 
they that perfuade them tothe contrary, are 
Vipers and Pefts, both again{t them and the 
Commonwealth.

him, even whilft in Scotland, and almoft from his 
Infancy, to have been a Favourer of Epifcopacy : 
And how far he was aPapift, let Mr. Ru/hworth (no 
great Friend to him) witnefs*. * He advifed (fays he) 
© his Son to love his Wife, but not her Religion ; 
and adds, [in another place, from Bifhop Williams's 
Funeral Sermon for King James] + * How power- 
‘ fully did he charge the Prince with the Care of 
Religion and Juftice, the two Pillars, as he term- 
ed them, of his future Throne? cc, and con- 
cluded with that heavenly Advice to his Son, con- 
cerning that great future Act of his Marriage, to 
marry like himfelf, and to marry where he would ; 
but if he did marry the Daughter of that King, 
[viz. of France] he fhould marry her Perfon, but 
he fhould not marry her Religion.’

The Biafs feems to me to run fo ftrong in favour

And I beg of him ferioufly to confider, how far his 
laft Book may have contributed towards the raifing 
of that wicked Republican Spirit, which lately dif- 
covered itfelf, in the moft fcandalous, and unpa- 
rallel’d Abufe of that Day, which was appointed 
by Act of Parliament, to be fet apart; ‘To implore

‘ taking the Duke [ viz. Buckingham] into his Coach, 
¢ and Matter Porter for his Interpreter, - falling into 
© avDifcourfe of the Match, he faid unto the Duke, 
< let us difpatch this Match out of hand, and ftrike 
« it up without the Pope.’ 

© The Duke anfwered, he liked the Manner very 

¢ well, but defired to underftand the Means.’ 

« Why, the Means (quoth the Condé) is very eafy ; 
¢ it is but the Converfion of the Prince, which we 
¢ cannot conceive but his Highnefs intended upon 
¢ his Refolution for this Journey.’ 

¢ His Grace anfwered forthwith, That with 
< Freedom they came thither, and with Freedom 
« they would return again; they were no Juglers, 
< neither came they to Spain to make new Bar- 
« gains; the Prince was fettled in his Religion; his 
¢ Confcience was troubled with no Scruples in that 
s kind; ifthey ftroke any more upon that ftring, 
‘ they would marr all the Harmony.’ 

Lord Clarendon’s Account of his Religion, when 
King, is as followst+: ‘ The King was always the 
< moft Punétual Obferver of Decency in Devotion, 
« and the ftri€teft Promoter of the Ceremonies of 
‘ the Church, as believing in his Soul, the Church

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of England to be initituted the neareft the Practice 
of the Apoftles, and the beft for the Propagation 
and the Practice of Religion, of any Church in the 
World. On the other fide, tho’ no Man was 
more averfe from the Romi/h Church, than he 
was, nor better underftood the Motives of their 
Separation from us, and Animofity againft us, he 
had the higheft Diflike to that part of his Sub- 
jects, who were againft the Government of the 
Church Eftablifhed, and did always look upon 
them as a dangerous and feditious People, who 
under pretence of Confcience, which kept them 
from fubmitting to the fpiritual Jurifdiétion, to 
take the firft Opportunity they could find, or 
make, to withdraw themfelves from their tempo- 
ral Subjeétion,’ 

And Bithop Fleetwood, no Bigot to Party, gives 


the following Account of the Royal Martyr’s Reli- 
gion*. ‘No Prince, I will fay, no private Gen-

tleman, did ever underftand the Confticution of 
our Church better, defend it with ftronger Argu- 
ments, adhere to it with more Judgment, adorn 
it with better Manners, live up to its good Prin- 
ciples with more Virtue, nor in performance of 
its Offices, thew more Devout and Exemplary 
good Behaviour; I will not in thefe things ex- 
cept the Queen upon the Throne, nor the Blefled 
Saint in Heaven, her Sifter. No Perfon did ever 
fhew more perfonal Favour to its Minifters, nor 
gave more Countenance and Credic to its Difci- 
pline and Orders; and muft I fay, no Prince but 
he did ever die in its Defence, to juftify the high - 
Efteem we have him in.’ And this is the Prince ° 


(if we'll take Mr. Nea/’s Word for it) who lean’d to 
Popery. But tet us bear what follows, to make good 
(bis Affertion.

where be imbibed not only the pernicious Maxims of 
that Court, but their referved and diftant Behaviour. — 

Excellent Proof indeed! -But in order to have made — 
it more clear, he fhould have fhewn what thofe per- _ 
nicious Maxims were; and as to his referved and 
diftant Behaviour, (bad it been fo) ’twould fooner 
have proved him a Puritan thana Papift, But in 
this particular, even his favourite Hiftorian Ru/b- 
worth differs from him; who informs us*, * That

¢ Love, and was reported by all to be a truly No-

However judicious his Writer may be in other 
refpects, this is no Proof of his Judgment, but a 
plain one of his Difaffection to the Royal Houfe of © 
Stuart; which, I take for granted, gives him not 
the lefs Favour with Mr. Neal. And I beg of him 
ferioufly to confider, how far this pernicious Maxim 
is applicable to himfelf, and whether in one fingle 
Inftance, throughout his two large Volumes, he has 
kept Faith with any one Perfon, who has difcovered 
the leaft Zeal for the Church Efftablithed.

ready to receive the Homage of the Lords, Bifhop Laud 


came upto bim, and ufed the following extracrdinary 
Paffage, which is not to be found in former Corona- 
tions. Stand, and hold fajt, that place, to which 
[whereof hitherto, 45S.) you have been Heir to the 
Succeffion of your Porefathers, &c. 

The MSS. Coronation-Book, which the King 
held in hishand, and which is ftill in being, proves, 
that the Words were not fpoke by Laud, but the 
Archbifhop*. ‘The King 1s lift up into his Throne. : 
‘ by the Archbifhops, and Bifhops, & altis Reent 
‘ Proceribus, and being enthronized therein, the . 
« Archbifhop faith; ftand, and hold faft, chat 
‘ place, whereof hitherto you have been Heir by 
¢ the Succeffion of your Forefathers, &c.’ 

Neal, p. 169. The Houfes met, Feb. 6. and fell 
immediately upon Grievances: a Committee for Religion 
was appointed, of which Mr. Pym was Chairman, 
who examined Mr. Montague’s Writings, viz, his 
Gag, bis Appeal, and bis Treatife for the Invocation 
of Saints, out of which they collected feveral Opinions 
contrary to the Book of Homilies, and the 39 Articles, 
which they reported to the Houje.

‘ to fee, how fome of our own Coat have accoutred © 
¢ themfelves, and’tis admirable how in Speech and 

‘ Gefture they act the Puritazs. The Cambridge 
‘ Scholars, to their woful Experience fhall fee,. 
© that we can act the Puritans a little better than 
‘ they have done the Fe/uits.’ , 

Can Mr, Neal, after all, be fo weak, as to ima- 
gine that the fe/uits would have put on the Puritan 
Guife, in order to have ruined the Confticution,. 
had the Puritans been the only Bulwark of the Con- 
flitution? The Fefuits very well knew what they 
were doing ; and that this Bukwoark would prove no 
better than the Staff of a bruifed Reed, upon which, 
if the Conftitution had ventured to Jean, it would 
have pierced into its band; and inttead of fupporting 
it, would have undermined, and betray’d it; as in 
the long run, *tis apparent, it did, 

Hard fure muft be the Fate of our Con/titution,. 
when under a Neceffity of relying upon fuch a Bul- 
wark as this, for its Defence. King Charles the 
Firft, the beft of Monarchs, fatally experienced 
the flender Security of this Bulwark, not only from 
his Englifh, Puritanical Subjects, one Part of this 
Bulwark; but from the Scoti/a Army, of Covenant- 
ing, Puritanical Saints, the other Part; whofe 
Leaders, notwithftanding their Faith given, for the 
King’s Security in their Army, proved, what a 
Glorious Bulwark they were, in perfidioufly betray- 
ing him to the Evglifh Rebels, for the Lucre of two 
hundred thoufand Pounds. The Fact is notorious, 
and the two Original Acquittances are ftill in being, 
figned by 0bn Drummond, Deputy-Receiver to 
‘Sir Adam Hepbourn, Treafurer to the Scotifb Army, 
‘The firft, witnefs’d by the Engli/h Lords, and other 


Com. 
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Commiffioners, to whom the King was delivered ‘ 
up; the fecond, duly attefted : both which will be. 
printed in time. 

King Fames the Second likewife experienced how 
much this Bulwark of the Con/titution was to be relied © 
on. For, notwithftanding fome of their fulfome and 


flattering Addreffes of Thanks (which bordered upon 


Blafphemy) for that Liberty of Confcience, granted 
them, by an unwarranted Stretch of Power ; in 
which, * They withed for Windows in their Breatts, 
* that he might fee the Sincerity of their Hearts ;’ 
yet they were with the fz/?, that deferted him. So 
that from fatal Experience, we may learn, how much 
this Bulwark of the Conftitution, upon which the Royal 
Martyr fplit, was to be depended upon. And ’tis 
my hearty and fincere With, that our Con/titution 
may never ftand in need of fuch a Bulwark for its 
Security and Support. 

There are two remarkable Letters extant, one 
from Sir William Bofwell, Ambaffador at the Hague, 
to Archbifhop Laud; the other, from Bifhop 
Bramball, Bifhop of Derry, to Archbifhop UfLer ; 
fhewing what hand the Papi/ts had in our Troubles, 
and how notably they acted the Puritans.

And as he finds their Fancies, whether for Pref- 
bytery, Independency, Anabaptifn, Atheifm, or for 
any new Tenents; fo accordingly they be to a&, 
and to exercife their Wits.

then to fly to another, and there to change their 
Names or Habit.

ever they be difperfed: fo that the Englifh abroad. 
know News better than ye at home. 
« When they return into England, they are taught 
their Leffon, to fay (if any enquire from whence 
they come) that they were poor Chri/tians formerly 
that fled beyond Sea, for their Religion- fake, 
and are now return’d with glad News to enjoy 
the Liberty of Confcience. 
¢ The 100 Men that went over 1646, were moft 
of them Soldiers in the Parliament’s Army, and 
were daily to correfpond with thofe Romanifts in 
the late King’ s Army, that were lately at Oxford, 
and pretended to fight for his facred Majefty : for 
at that time there were fome Roman Catholicks who 
did not know the Defign a contriving againft our 
Church and State of England. 
‘ But the. Year following, 1647, many of thofe 
Romifb Orders who came over the Year before, 
were in Confultation together, knowing each 
other. And thofe of the King’s Party’ asking

Laud.) And this was in the Year 1628, two Years 
fhort of Bifhop Bedeli’s Account. So that here is 
an Anachronifm, or {mall Miftake (I had almoft 
call’d it Blunder) in Chronology, which clears Bifhop 
Laud of the Accufation Jaid to his charge. Far- 
ther, one would almoft imagine 4rom his violent 
Outcry upon this Occafion, That this Account had 
related to the State of Religion, in the whole King- 
dom of Ireland; when’tis apparent fromthe Let- 
ter, that it related only to the two Diocefes of Kil- 
more and Ardagh, which Mr. Collier has remark’d, 
in the very Place Mr. Neal reiers to. And I think 
-a candid Hittorian could not fairly have left thi 
unmentioned ; had it not been for his wife Re- 
marks which follow ; which a fair State of the Cafe, 
would have rendred ufclefs and infignificant.

Life, according to the 17th Article of the Church, 
The very Learned and Reverend Dr. Waterland

* ¢ In the Year 1628, the King prefix’d his fa- 
mous Declaration to a New Edition of the Arti- 
« cles; which Declaration was defign’d chiefly to

< Calvinifts made loud Complaints againft it; the

Neal, p. 196. Mr, Rolles’s Warehoufes were lock'd 
up, and himfeif taken out of the Houfe of Commons, and 
imprifon'd. This eccafion’d fome warm Speeches againft 
the Gujtom-boufe Officers, and Farmers of the Reve- 
nues; but the King took all upon bim/elf, and fent the 
Houfe word, that what the Officers had done, was by 
bis [pecial Direttion and Command, and that it was. 
not fo much their AB as bis own. 

Mr. Ruffworth fets this Affair in a much clearer: 
Light; + ‘ Whilft the Houfe was in Debate 
© touching Matters of Religion, the Warehoufe of 
¢ Mr. Rolls (Merchant and Member of the Houfe, 
« then fitting in Parliament), was lock’d up by a 
¢ Purfuivantjand himfelf call’d forth from the Com- 
« mittee and ferv’d with a Subpena. This gave 
¢ Occafion of {mart Debates in the Houfe ; fome 
‘ faid, they were made the Subject of Scorn and 
“ Contempt; others conceiv’d this to be a Bone 
¢ thrown in by them, that had drawna Cloud on 
« the true Religion, to divert og interrupt them in 
« the Profecution of thar Matter ; and they defir’d 
* the Meffcnger might be fent for and examin’d, by 
© what, Procurement the Svbpena was taken forth. 
© Sir Humphrey May, Chancellor of the Dutchy, and 
« one of the Privy-Council, affur’d the Houfe, Phat 
¢ this neither proceeded from the King nor Council, 
* and therefore defir’d it might be fearch’d to the

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“bottom. And it was afterwards clear’d by Ma- 
“ fter Attorney-General, by his writing a Letter 
«to Mr. Rolls, that the ferving a Subpena upon 
« him was a Miftake, and pray’d thata favourable 
¢ Interpretation might be given to the Matter.” 
Neal, p. 196. it was mov’d in the Houfe, that 
notwithftanding the King’s Anfwen, the Officers of the 
Cuftoms fhould be proceeded againjt, by feparating their 
Interefts from the King’s. But when the Speaker, Sir 
John Finch, was defir’d to put the Queftion, be re- 
fused, fayinz, The King bad commanded the contrary. 
Upon which the Houfe immediately adjourn’d to Jan. 
25. and then were adjourn’d by the King’s Order ta: 
March 2. When they met, and requir’d the Speaker 
to put the former Queftion, he refus’d again, and: 
faid be bad the King’s Order to adjourn them to March. 
16, [roth, it fhould be.] But they detain’d bim in 
the Chair, not without fome Tumult and Confufion, 
till they made the following Protejtation. : 
The King, in his Declaration concerning his third: 
Parliament, * gives this Account of the Matter. 
« Underftanding by good Advertifement, that their 
« Difcontent did not in that time digeft and pafs 
« away, we refolv’d to make a fecond Adjournment 
‘ tothe roth of March: which was done as well. 
¢ to take time to ourfelf, to think of fome means. 
< to accommodate thofe Difficulties, as to give 
‘ them time to advife better ; and accordingly we 
¢ gave Commandment for a fecond Adjournment. 
« in both Houfes, and Ceffation of all Bufineffes till 
‘the Day appointed. Which was very dutifully. 
‘ obey’d in the higher Houfe, no Man contradict- 
¢ ing or queftioning it; but when the fame Com- 
¢ mand was deliver’d tothe Houfe of Commons by 
¢ their Speaker, it was ftraightways contradicted-: 
¢ And although the Speaker declar’d unto them, it

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wasn abfolute Right and Power in us to adjourn, 
as well as to prorogue or diffolve ; and declar’d 
and read unto them, divers Precedents of that 
Houle, to warrant the fame ; yet our Command 
was moft contemptuoufly difobey’d: and fome 
rifing up to fpeak, faying, they had Bufinefs to 
do before the Houfe fhoald be adjourn’d; the 
Speaker again declar’d our exprefs and peremp- 
tory Command to adjourn;. and that himfelf 
fhould prefently leave the Houfe, and come un- 
to us: which he offer’d todo, but was withftood 
by two, that had of purpofe placed themfelves one 
on either fide of the Speaker’s Chair, and by 
Force held him in for atime. Yet the Speaker 
finding means to get out of the Chair, and pur- 
pofing to come to us, as we had commanded, 
thofe two, and divers others, ca ught hold of him, 
and by ftrong hand brought him back, and fet 
him in the Chair againft his Will, And then a 
Member of that Houfe caft out a moft feditious 
Paper, framed by himfelf and his Adherents, 
without any Warrant from the Houfe, and con-. 
taining a Pro/cription of fach, asin Duty and O- 
bedience to us, fhould advife or affitt us in the 
Receipt of Tonnage and Poundage, or fhould pay 
that Duty, as Enemies to the State, and required 
it fhould be read. A moft audacions Infolency 
for any to perfume to do that of their own heads, 
which if the whole Houfe had done in that man- 
ner, had been above their Power, and had de- 
ferv’d the higheft Cenfure. But the Speaker re- 
fufing to read it, the Author of it took on him 
mott feditioufly and factionfly to declare the Con- 
tents of it; and he and his other Adherents re- 
quir’d it fhould be put to the Queftion: which 
being miflik’d by many grave and wife Men in 
the Houfe, and refus’d by the Speaker ; (as we 
doubt not but all good Men will believe he had 
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caufe, and even abhor’d the Memory of that in- 
folent and feditious Act) yet many bitter aunts 
and Inveétives were uttered again{t the Speaker, 
by thofe faétious Perfons; and the Doors being 
faft lock’d, fuch as were well affected to our Ser- 
vice were, againft their Wills, kept in the Houle 
all the time of this Tumult and Diforder. And 
when Advertifement came to us, That the Houle 
was in great Diftemper, we firft fent for the Ser- 
jeant of the Houfe, whom they, after they knew 
our Pleafure therein, prefumptuoufly detain’d. 
And after, we fent a Meflenger unto them, by 
the Gentleman-Usher of the Higher Houfe, but 
he coming to the Door, and declaring that he had 
a Mefiage from us, was refufed to be admitted 5 


and being kept at the Door a long time, at laft 


the Houle adjourn’d themfelves, without recei- 
ving our Meflage. A Proceeding fo irregular, 
as no Parliament can parallel; when our abfolute 
Commands warranted by Law, and Precedents of 
former Times were difobey’d; the Speaker vio- 
Jated, our Meffenger and Mefflage excluded, 
which ought to be admitted, if they were a 
Houfe ; and if they were not a Houfe, they 
ought not at all to have difputed, much lefs to 
blaft the Honour of our Servants, to projcribe 
our beft Subjects, and give Law to Sovereignty, 
ftriking at the very Effence of Monarchy. By 
all which it appears, that there wanted not Men 
in that Houfe, that would get themfelves a. 
Name, by fetting Diana’s Temple on fire, and 
make themfelves popular, by putting all the 
Kingdom in combuftion, For what other End 
could there be in that malicious Speech, where- 
by a wicked Shimei at that time would make us 
odious in the Eyes of all our People, as if it 
were meant to transfer all Trade, and give the 
Fatnefs of the Land to Strangers! A Conceit 

(we 
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* (we call God to witnefs) which never entred into. 
* our Soul, and we think never harbour’d in any 
“ Heart, bue that feditious Heart which frit 
‘ broach’d it: for God forbid we fhould love any 
‘ Ends fo well, as by any Neceffity be driven to 
‘ forget that indiffoluble Bond between us and our 
* People.’ And yet how favourable does our Hi- 
{torian fpeak of this Matter ! 

Neal, p. 197. On the Tenth of March, the King 
came to the Loufe of Lords, and without fending for 
the Commons, or paffing one fingle AG, diffolved the 
Parliament, with a very angry Speech againft the 
leading Members of the Lower Houfe, whom be cal- 
led Vipers, that caft a Mift of Undutifulne/s over moft 
of their Eves. And as thefe Vipers (Says his Majefty), 
muft look for their Reward of Punifbment, [0 you, my 
Lords, muft juftly expelt from me that Favour, that 
a good King oweth to bis loving and faithful Nobility, 

*T'would have become an impartial Hiftorian, to 
have given us the King’s Words uncurtail’d*: ¢ Yet, 
* to avoid (/ays the King) their Miftakings, let me 
‘ tell you, that it is fo far from me to adjudge alk 
* that Houfe guilty ; I know there are many there 
* as dutiful Subjeéts as any in the World; i being: 
‘ but fome Vipers amongft them, that caft this Mift 
* of Undutifulne/s over-moft of their Eyes.” Yet, to

Neal, p. 198. Ihe Members above-mentioned were 
fentenced to be imprifoned during the King’s pleafure, 
and were accordingly kept under clofe Confinement many 
Years, where Sir John Eliot died a Martyr for the 
Liberties of bis Country. 

I fear our Hiftorian plays the Panegyri/? too much 
in this place, in ftiling a Man (whom the Judges 
called the greatefi Offender, and Ringleader) a Mar- 
tyr: Patriot, in my Opinion, in his Senfe of Pa- 
triotifm, would have been Epithet fufficient. Mr. 
Echard gives us a different Character of this Mar- 
tyr for the Liberties of his Country ; and tells us, [ Vol. 
Il. p. 26.] © That, out of his mortal Enmity to 
¢ the Duke of Buckingham, he helped to blow up 
¢ fuch a Flame in the Houfe, as was never after 
‘ extinguifhed.? And in another place, [p. 89.] 
¢ If we look upon the Pride and Turbulency of his 
© Spirit, his treacherous Barbarity to Mr. Moyle, 
‘ fwhom he ftabb’d treacheroufly, p. 26.] and both 
¢ his Flatteries and Spite to the Duke of Bucking- 
¢ ham, we can’t help concluding him one of the 
greateft Incendiaries of the Nation ; and that there 
‘© isno Man more pernicious and dangerous, than a 
difgufted Courtier, who fets up fora Patriot.’ 
Neal, ibid. But to juftify these Proceedings to the 
World, bis Majefty publifoed a Declaration of the 
| Caufes of his diffolving the laft Parliament. The De- 
| tlaration vindicates the taking of Tonnage, from the 
Examples of bis Predeceffors. 

The King’s Words *: ¢ The Seffion thus ended, 
© the Parliament rifen, that intended Remonftrance 
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* King Charles’s Works, p. 224. Appendix to Rafhworth's 
sft Volume, p. 3. Frankland, p. 354. 
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gave us occafion to look into that Bufinefs of Ton- 
nage and Poundage. And therefore, tho’ our Ne-. 
ceffities pleaded for us, yet we were not apt to. 
{train that Point too far, but refolved to guide 
ourfelves by the Practice of former Ages, and 
Examples of our moft noble Predeceflors; think- 


-ing thofe Counfels beft warranted , which the 


Wifdom of former Ages, concurring with the 
prefent Occafions, did approve: and therefore 
gave order fora diligent Search of Records. Up- 
on which it was found, that although in the Par- 
liament holden in the firft Year of the Reign of 
King Edward IV. the Subfidy of Tonnage and 
Poundage was not granted unto that King, but 
was firft granted to him by Parliament, in the 
third Year of his Reign; yet the fame was ac- 
counted and anfwered to the King, from the firft 
Day of his Reign, all the firft and fecond Years 
of his Reign, until it was granted by Parliament. 
And that in the fucceeding times of King Aubhard 
Ill. King Heary VIL. King Henry VU. King 
Edward Vi. Queen Mary, and Queen Elizatet, 
the Subfidy of Tonnage and Poundage was not 
only enjoyed by every of thofe Kings and Queens, 
from the Death of each of them deceafing, until 
it was granted in Parliament unto the Succeffor ; 
but in all thofe times, (being, for the moft part, 
yeaceable, and not burdened with hke Charges 
and Neceflities as thefe modern Times} the Par- 
liament did moft readily and chearfully, tn the 
beginning of every of thofe Reigns, grant the 
fame, as.a thing moft necefliry for the guarding 
of the Seas, Safety and Defence of the Realm, 
and Supportation of the Roya! Dignity. And 
in the time of our Royal Father of blefied Me- 
mory, he enjoy’d the fame a full Year, wanting 
fome few Days, before the Parliament began, and 
above a Year before the Act of Parliament for 
¢ Grant 
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* Grant of it was paffed; * and yet when the Par- 
* liament was affembled, it was granted without 
* difficulty. And in our own Time, we quietly 
* received the fame three Years and more, expec- 
* ting with patience in feveral Parliaments, the like 
Grant thereof, as had been made to fo many of 
our Predeceffors; the Houfe of Commons. ftill 
* profefling, that Multitude of other Bufinefs, and 
not want of Willingnefs on their parts, had caufed 
* the fettling thereof to be fo long deferr’d,ésc. And 
* therefore upon thefe Reafons, we held it ‘agreeable 
* to cur Kinely Honour, and neceflary for the Safe- 
ty and Honour of our Kingdom, to.continue the 
_ Receipt thereof, as fo po of our Predeceffors 
* had done. Wherefore, when a few Merchants 
" (being at firft but one or two) fomented, as it 
is well known, by thofe evil Spirits, that would 
© have hatched that undutiful Remonftrance, began 
‘ to oppofe the Payment of our accuftomed Duties 
in the Cuftom-houfe, we gave Order to the Of- 
‘ ficers of our Cuftoms to go on, notwith{tanding 
‘that Oppofition, in receiving the ufual Duties, and 
< caufed thofe that refufed to be warned to attend at 
“the Council-Board, that by the Wifdom and Au- 
“thority of our Council, they might be reduced to 
‘ Obedience and ape where forme of them, with- 
‘out Reverence or Refpeét to the Honour and, 
‘ Dignity of that Prefence, behaved themfelves 
‘ with fuch Boldnefs and Infolency of Speech, as 


¢ 


* was not to be endured by a far meaner shai Y> 
© much lef{s to be countenanced Dy 4 a Houfe.of Par- 


liament agrinft the Body of our Privy-Council.’ 
Neal, p. 198. The Declaration con cludes with a 
Profeffion, That the King will maintain the true Re- 


ligion of the Church of En gland, d, without conniving at

|Popery or Scbifm 3 that he will maintain {the ancient

Neal, p. 204.° The ancient legal Government of 
England, by King, Lords, and Commons, being now 
fufpended by the Royal Will and Pleafure, His Ma- 
jefty refolved to fupply the Neceffities of bis Govern- 
ment by fuch other Methods as his Council /hould ad- 
Vife, &c. Infiead of the Laws of the Land, all publick 
Affairs were directed by Proclamations of the King and 
Council. They collected the Duties of Tonnage and 
Poundage, without A of Parliament, the number 
of Monopolies were incredible, there was no Branch of 


‘the Subjects Property that the Government could difpofe 
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of, but was bought and fold. They raifed above a 
Million a Year, by the Impofts upon Soap, Candles, 
Wine, Cards, &c. And, p. 205. he concludes hig 
calamitous Account thus; Such was the Calamity of 
the Times, that no Man could call any thing bis own, 
longer than the King pleajfed. 

I hope (as he gives usno Authority but his own) 
that all this is not true; nay, we have great rea- 
fon to believe the contrary, from Lord Clarendon?

From whence does this appear? I think his. An-- 
{wer to Fifber the Fefuit is a fufficient Confutation 
of this bold Affertion. Even Sir Edward. Dering, 
(almoft as great an Enemy to Bifhop Laud, as Mr. 
Neal) was fo juft to confels*, ° That in his Book 
< aoainft Pifber the Fefuit, he had muzzled the fe- 
‘ fyit, and would ftrike the Papz/is under the fifth 
© Rib, when he was dead and gone; and being 
< dead, where-ever his Grave fhould be, Paul's

bendary, {it fhould be Prebend] degraded, excommunt- 
cated, fined Five bundred Pounds, committed clafe Pri- 
foner, where be continued eleven Years, tll be was. fet 
at liberty by the Long Parliament in 1640. 

Anthony Wood intorms us, (Athene, Vol. IL. p. 
11.) that he was firft queftioned in the High-Com- 
miffion Court at Durbam, |

Was this [poken 
like a Protefiant Prelate, whofe Predeceffors in the 
See of London and Canterbury were burnt at Ox- 
ford, by Queen Mary, in a moft barbarous manner ! 
or rather like one who was aiming at the Return of 
thofe happy Times. 

In Mr. Franklana’s Annals of King Charles 1. a

large in Collier, Mr. Neal indeed. faintly ac- 
knowledges, that the Judges gave their Opinion 
in the Cafe, but thinks the Opinion was infuffi- 
cient and contrary to Law. In which 1 can’t but 
think he difcovers an unbecoming Conceit, in fet- 
ting up his own Opinion in oppofition to that of 
the moft eminent Lawyers and Judges, both in 
King Fames’s and King Charles’s Reigns. 

To this Objection the very learned Bifhop Svilling- 
fleet has returned a fufficient Anfwer: + * The Le- 
* gality of Vifitations (/ays be) is a thing now pe- 
‘ remptorily denied by fome, out of a pretended 
‘ Regard to the Principles of the Reformation,

chief Objections may be reduced to. 1, That 


our. holding Vifitations without Commiffion, is 
again{t the Oath of Supremacy. 2dly, That it is / 


againft a Statute ftill in force, 1 Edward VI. 2. 
3dly, ‘That all Ecclefiaftical Jurifdi€tion is taken 


away, by removing the High-Commiffion Court, | 


on which it is faid to be founded, Firft, 45 to 
the Oath of Supremacy, there can be no Queftion, 
whether we do own the King’s Supremacy, as 
exprefied in that Oath, fince we have all taken 
it; and are uncapable of exercifing any Ec- 
clefiaftical Jurifdiétion without it. “We all fub- 
{cribe the thirty-feventh Article of our Church, 
wherein the fupreme Government in Ecclefiafti- 
cal, as well as Civil Matters, is declared to be in 
the King. And therefore, we do own the Right, 


Power, and Authority, from whence this Juri — 


diction is derived, to be in the King as fupreme 


Governor: for we renounce all foreign Jurifdic- 
tion, we challenge no independent unaccountable 


Jurifdiction ; therefore there isa real owning the 
Derivation of it from the fupreme Power lodged 
inthe King; for all Jurifdi€tion muft either be 
abfolute and independent, or limited and deriva- 
tive. There is no Colour for faying, that we 
pretend to an abfolute Power, and we cut off all 


foreign Jurifdiction, in moft plain and exprefs 


Words; therefore it muft be derived from the 
fame Authority, where we do own the fupreme 
Power to lie. And it is obfervable in Henry VIII. 
his Time, when the Pope’s Supremacy was cut 
off, yet there is no Provifion made in the Statutes 
then, that there fhould be Commiffions iffued out 
in the King’s Name, for Mento exercife the Ec-

Court {piritual and temporal, as the Nature, Con- 
ditions, and Qualities of the Cafes fhall require ; 
and Appeals fhall be from the Archdeacon to the 
Bifhop, &c. where we fee the Ecclefiaftical Jurif- 
diction fettlet at the fame time, that Appeals to 
Rome were cut off; and it was then thought un- 
neceflary, that Commiffions fhould be taken out 
in the King’s Name. Jn the Statute of Submif- 
fion of the Clergy, 25 H. VIII. 19. the Proceed- 
ings of the Ecclefiaftical Courts are ftill allowed, 
and the final Appeal declared to be to the King’s 
Mayjefty, in the King’s Court in Chancery; which 
was thought fit to manifeft, from whom the Jurif- 
diction was derived, Inthe A€t 37 Henry VIII. 
c.17. itis declared, That Archbifhops, Bifhops, 
and Archdeacons, have no manner of Jurifdiction, 
but by, under, and from the King’s Majefty ; but 
no mention of acting by Commiffions in the 
King’s Name. And it is acknowledged by Sta- 
tute 1 Edward VI. 2. That in all Henry VII's 
Time, the Procefs was made by the Bifhops, 
(fc, in their own Names, which would never 
have been endured by fo jealous a Prince as 
Henry VIII. if he had thought that this had been 
any Derogation to his Supremacy. But as long 
as the Authority of the See of Rome was denied, 
and the King’s Supremacy acknowledged, the 
other was not look’d on asa thing neceflary to 
be done. 2. It is true, that 1 Edward VI. 2. 
a Statute was made, that the Commiffions fhould 
be in the King’s Name; which Statute was re- 
pealed, 1 Mary 2. which Repeal being taken 
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off, 1 fac. 25. it is pleaded that the firft Sta-| 
tute is revived, and ftill in force. This made} 
great noife in Parliament 4 Fac. 1. to which? 
thefe Anfwers were given by the moft learned in| 
the Law at that time. a. 
* afi, * That the faid Act was repealed by three | 
feveral Acts of Parliament; and fo, tho’ one or| 
two of the faid Aéts of Repeal ‘be nulled, yet if| 
the other ftand good, the Law is in no force. 
2dly, That the Act 1 Eliz. 1. revives the Sta- 
tute 25 Henry VIL. 20. which~ts contrary to | 
1 Edward V1. 2. both as to the Manner of Elec- 
tion of Bifhops, and their acting in their own 
Names; and therefore fince that Aét is in force, 
the other cannot be. 3dly, The laft and weakeft 
Objection is from the High-Commiffion being 
taken away, and all Ecclefiaftical Jurifdiction 
being founded therein; which is fo far from be- | 
ing true, that « liz. 2. there is an exprefs 
Claufe for eftablifhing the Power of Archbifhops, 
Bifhops, and Archdeacons in their Vifitations. 
By which we fee what Malice and Ignorance pre- : 
vailamong thofe who difperfe Books to create . 
Difcontents among the People, when they pais 
over fo plain and evident a Juftification, in point 
of Law, of our Proceedings in thefe Vifitations. 
And by the Statute 5 Eliz. 23. the judicial Pro- 
ceedings in Ecclefiaftical Courts, are ratified in 
fuch Crimes and Offences as belong to their Ju- 
rifdiction and Determination, and reftored, by 
13 Car. Il. cap. 12. From all which it ap- _ 
pears, that we have no reafon to fcruple the Le-— 
gality of our Actings, though without an exprefs 
Commiffion from the King for that purpofe.’ 

To which we may add what the Right Reve- | 
nd, and admirably Learned, the Lord Bifhop of 
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london, obferves upon this Statute. * * That 
upon Confideration had of this Matter, by Com- 
mand of the King, it was anfwered, and refolved 
by Popham Chief Juttice, Coke Attorney, the 
Chief Baron, and the other Juftices then atten- 
dant on Parliament, That although the faid A& 
1 Mary, be repealed, yet the A& 1 Edward VI. 
is not now in force, but remains repealed; and 
that for this Caufe, that the foregoing A& az 
Hen, VAil. cap: 20. tho’ repealed by 1 and 2 Philip 
and Mary, cap.

declaring to a Friend of his, that he never got 
his Opinion freely in his Life ;° but when he had 
it, he was the better for it. His mild Behaviour 
and Prudence wrought fo effectually upon all 
Men, that tho’ he bore the two moft invidious 
Characters, one of a Bifhop, the other of a Lord 
Treafurer, yet neither drew Envy upon his Per- 
fon ; the Humour of the Times tended to brand 
all great Men in Employment: fo that the Lord 
Falkland afterward, in a fevere Speech againtt 
Bifhops in Parliament, could not but give him 
this Teftimony, That in an unempetied Place and 
Power, be expreffed an equal Moderation and Hu- 
mility, being neither ambitious before, nor proud 


after, either of the Crofier, or White-Staf. It was |

-withftanding all this, yet by what our Author 


hath written in his Anfwer to 9. Cam, and in his 


‘ friendly Trial, &¥c, fome dividing Spirits of his 


own Party cenfured him, as in fome degree de- 
clining from his former profeft Inconformity, in 
deferting the Nonconformifis Caufe and Grounds ; 
being too much inclined (efpecially in the laft of 
thefe two) to favour the Times, in Ceremonies 
and inthe Service-Book. _ Yet if you'll give cre- 
dit to what thefe Men [viz. the five noted Pref- 
byterian Divines] deliver, they’ll tell you, that 
he lived and died a ftriét Forbearer, and conftant 
Oppofer of all thofe pretended Corruptions, 
which the Nonconformifts had commonly in their 
publick Writings difallow’d in the Church of 
England. So that they of his own Perfuafion, 
would willingly have it believ’d, that although 
he was in thefe his Pieces, againft aggravating 
and multiplying conceiv’d Corruptions, and that 
thefe were not of fo great weight, as to inforce 
the Unlawfulnefs of our fet Forms, or warrant a 
Separation from our Churches, and publick Wor- 
fhip in regard thereof; yet he acknowledged 
fome things blame-worthy in the Exgli/h Litur- 


| gy, which he defigned to have evidenced (as thefe

Neal, p. 301. We are now entering upon the Pro- 
ceedings of the Long Parliament, &c. The Members 
were made up chiefly of Country Gentlemen, who bad 
no Attachment to the Court, &c. Mr. Echard infi- 
nuates fome unfair Methods of Elefions, which might 
be true on both fides. | 
* Lord Clarendon takes rotice, * That fome 
* Men, who fix Months before were obferved to 
¢ be of very moderate Tempers, and to with, that 
gentle Remedies might be applied, without ope- 
ning the Wound too wide, or expofing it to the 
Air, and rather to cure what was amis, than tco 
ftrictly to make Inquifition into the Caufes and 
* Original of the Malady, talk’d now in another 
¢ Dialect, both of Things and Perfons, and faid, 
“¢ That they muft now be of another Temper, 
than they were the laft Parliament; that they 
muff not only {weep the Houfe clean below, but 
“¢ muft pull down all the Cobwebs which hung in 
“¢ the Top, and Corners, that they might not 
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« breed Duft, and fo make the Houfe foul here- 


after ; that they had now an opportunity to 
make their Country happy, by removing all 
Grievances, and pulling up the Caufes of them 
by the Roots, if all Men would do their Duties.”

And Mr. Echard, * * That fcarce a Sectary in 
London but had, before the Meeting of the Par- 
liament, furnifhed himfelf with Arms, to ferve 
each Boy in his Houfe, and many Porters Loads 
of Mufkets had been feen carried in the Evenings 
into the Houfes of Men notorioufly difaffected, 
who convey’d both Arms and Libels, printed at 
the publick Charge, to their Country Affociates. 
Nor durft the Lord Mayor make Inquifition, for 
fear of being accounted an Enemy to the Peace of 
the Kingdom, then difcompofed with Fears and 
Jealoufies of Papi/ls, and other Fnemies. Then 
at the Elections they fhew’d the utmoft Skill and 
Diligence, and rode from County to County 
with that Succefs, that the Earl of Warwick wrote 
from York, to his Friends in Effex, that the Game 
was well begun. But the Danger of the true Re- 
ligion was moft of all cried up, and had a pro- 
digious Influence upon the inferior fort. Of this 
Mr. Hampden was julty fenfible, when in an{wer 
to a private Friend, who afk’d him, why they 
pretended Religion, when Liberty, Property, ana 
temporal Matters were the chief Ends ? he replied, 
Should we not ufe the Pretence of Religion, the 
People would not be perfuaded to affift us. For this 
reafon, they exclaim’d againft any who belong’d

© Men of the new Religion, and notorious Op- 
‘ pofers of the King and Clergy, whofe Names 
* they had before privately lifted; by which divers 
© Citizens and Lawyers were chofen Members for

© heard of them, Thefe, and many other uncom- 
¢ mon Practices were made ufe of, to defeat the 
¢ King’s Friends,’ 
Neal, ibid. But both be [Mr. Echard] and Lord 
Clarendon admit, that there were many great and 
worthy Pairtots 1n the Houfe, and as eminent as any 
Age bad ever produced, Men of Gravity, of Wifdom, 
and of great and plentiful Fortunes, who would have 
been fatisfied with fome few Amendments in Church 
and State. : 
Mr. Ecsara’s Words, (p, 189.) * Yet this ought 
to be declared, that there were ftill many great 
and worthy Men, as eminent as any Age ever 
produced: but moft of them came with Refent- 
ments, which, tho’ grounded on juft Reafons, 
proved too ftrong for their Wifdom and Fore- 
fight, and help’d to overwhelm themfelves in 
the common Ruin.

‘ Perfon, or with their Subftance, when they 
*« durft not compel either, flighted and bereaved 
‘ after of their juft Debts, by greedy Sequeftra- 
* tions, were toffed up and down, after miferable 
* Attendance, from one Committee to another, 
* with Petitions in their hands; yet either mift the 
* obtaining of their Suit, or though it were at 
‘ length granted, [mere Shame and Reafon oft- 
‘ times extorting from them, at leaft, a Shew of 
* Juftice,} yet, by their Sequeftrations and Sub- 
‘ Committees abroad, Men for the moft part of

Prieft did faft upon the Lord’s Day, he was to be | 
depofed ; andif a Layman, he was to be excom- | 
municated. And Saint /gnatius tells us, if any | 
Man fait upon the Lord’s Day, he is Chrif’s In- 
terfector, a Murtherer of Chri; and that-I am 
fure is againtt Chrijtianity itfelf. Tertullian pro- | 
feffes it is altogether unlawful. The Council of 
Gangra held Ann, 324. decreed againft it, and fet 
an Auatbema upon it; and that not only when 
it was done in contempt of the Day, but alfe 
though it be done asa Help to Continency. And 
Saint Hilary agrees, with this, and calls it not a 
Cuftom, buta Conititution ; fuch a Conftitution, 
as that if any Man fhall advifedly, and on fet pur- 
pofe, faft on the Lord’s Day, by the Decree of 
the fourth Council of Carthage, he fhould not be 
accounted a Catholick. . And they muft needs do 
it advifediy and of fet purpofe, who appointa 
publick folemn Faft upon that Day, and then 
keep it. And this was fo ftrictly obferved in) 
Saint 4Ambrofe’s Time, that it was not held lawful 
to faft upon that Day, no notin Lent. Nay, he 
goes farther, and fays exprefsly, if any Man 
makea Law or give a Command’ for faiting on 
the Lord’s Day, he believes not in the Refurrec- 
tion of Chrift. And is not this oppofite to Cbri- 
frianity icelf? Wich him Saint Avgu/fin joins very 
fully ; and firft fays, ’tis a great Scandal: Then

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1* he gives the Reafon of it; becaufe Cbrift join’d 
* mourning, with fafting, which becomes not this 
© Day; unlefs Men think *tis fit to be forry that

Only let me ob- 
ferve upon it (Mr. Speaker) that one would fwear 
the Penners of the Article, had the pluming 
of fome Bifhops already, they are fo acquainted 
with every Feather of them. I know not whether 
it be more prepofterous to infer the Extirpation 
of Bifhops from fuch weak Arguments, orto at-: 
tribute, as they do, to Church-Government all 
the Civil Grievances; not a Patent, not a Mo- 
nopoly, not the Price of a Commodity raifed, 
but thefe Men make Bifhops the caufe of it. For 
the bold part of this Petition, Sir, what can be 
of greater Prefumption, than for the Petitioners, 
not only to prefcribe to the Parliament what, and 
how it fhall do, but for a Multitude to teach a 
Parliament, what isandwhat isnot the Govern- 
ment according to God’s Word. Befides, what 
is the Petition againft? Is it not againft the Go- 
vernment of the Church of England, eftablifh’d 
by Acts of Parliament? Isit not againft the Li- 
turey? Againft feveral Forms of Divine Service, 
ratified by the fame Authority? Believe me, Mr. 
Speaker, all the Reverence and Authority which 
we expect from Future Times to our own Acts 
hereafter, depends upon our upholding the Dig- 
nity of what former Parliaments have done ; even 
in thofe things which in their due time they 
may defire, and intend to reverfe. 
* © Epifcopacy (fays he) is a Function deduced 
through all Ages of Chrift’s Church from the 
Apofiles Times, and continued the moft venerable 
and facred Order Ecclefiaftical; a Function dig- 
nified by the Learning and Piety of many Fathers 
of the Church, glorified by fo many Martyrdoms 
in the Primitive Times, and fome fince our own

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» blefled Reformation: A Government admired 
* (I fpeak it knowingly) by the Learnedeft of the 
* Reformed Churches abroad; and laftly, a Go-

Neal, p. 428, Surely the Bifbops muft have behav'’d 
very ill in the late Times, thal their very beft Friends 
could load them with fuch Reproaches, 

My Lord Falkland, who was as fevere as any one 
again{t fome of the Order, fpeaks with Refpect of 
others, as appears from his Speech ; (Neal, p. 425.) 
* And now, even inthis great Defection of the Or- 
“ der, there are fome that have been neither Proud 
nor Ambitious ; fome that have been learned Op- 
poiers of Popery, and zealous Suppreflers of Armi- 
nianifm, between whom,and their Inferior Clergy, 
there have been no Diftin@tion in frequent Preach-— 
ing ; whofe Lives are untouch’d, not only by 
Guilt, but by Malice. [Scarce to be equall’d by 
thofe of any Condition, or excell*’d by thofe in 
* any Calendar ;? omitted by Mr, Neal.] 

Neal, p. 430. Andreas ab Habernsfield, the 
Queen of Bohemia’s Chaplain, advifed bis Grace of a 
Popith Con/piracy, againft the King and the Church, 
of England, 

* The Defign (if any) was againft the King, 
his Grace, and the Proteftant Religion. Nal- 
fon lays, ‘the Relation is inferted by him, in regard

4 Gentleman having given Infor- 
mation in open Court, to one of the Fudges of the 
King’s-Bench, tbat in one Parifo in the City of 
Weftmintter, there were above fix Thoufand Kecu-

fants; the Committee appointed Mr. Waywood, an 


aétive Fuftice of the Peace, to collec? and bring in a 
Lift of the Names of all Recufants within that City 
and Liberties, for which purpofe, all the Inbabitants 
ere fummoned to appear and take the Oaths in Welt- 
minfter-Hall: but whilft the Fuftice was in the Exe- 
cution of bis Office, and preffing one James to take 
them, the Wretch drew out bis Knife, and flab’d the 
Juftice in open Court, telling him, be gave him tbat, for 
perfecuting poor Catholicks. The old Gentleman funk 
down with the Wound, but by the Care of Surgeons was 
recover’d, and the Criminal taken into Cuftody. 

This Gentleman had done the Part of a fair Hi- 
{torian, had he mention’d the Notice the King took 
of this barbarous Action. But inftead of this, in 
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the Margin, he fays, the King favours them. Which 
fhows what an Jmpartial Hiftorian we have to deal 
with, :

Neal, p. 434. Goodman bim/clf was not executed, 
tho? the King promtfed to leave bim to the Law, and 
be himfelf petitioned, like Jonah the Prophet, to be 
thrown over-board, to allay the Tempeft between the 
King and his Subjects. Such was bis Majefty’s At- 
tachment tothis People, to the apparent Hazard of the 
Proteflant Religion, and the Peace of his Kingdoms ; 
and to the facrificing all good Corre/pondence between 
bimfelf and this Parliament. 

Iam forry to fay, that fuch is this Gentleman’s 
Allachment to the Good Old Caufe, that he will itick 
at nothing, to blaft the Reputation of the beft of 
Kings, and the beft of Criftians.

{o great Difcontent of your People againft your 
Majefty, For if it had pleas’d God to give me 
the Grace, to defire with the Prophet, that if this 
Storm be raifed for my fake, I may be caft into 
the Sea, that others may avoid the Tempeft ; this 
is, moft facred Sovereign, the Petition of him, that 
fhould efteem his Blood well fhed, tocement up 
the Breach between your Majcfty and your Sub- 
jects upon this Occafion.

* ¢ How much guilty foever he was (fays Naljon) 
asa Prieft, anda Papiff; yet certainly it was a 
piece of Gallantry which could not but moft fen- 
fibly touch his Majefty’s Mind with fome Com- 
paffion, and will in a great meafure juttify his 
Majefty, from the Afperfions caft upon him by 
his Enemies, for interceding for this Prief : whofe 
uncommon Petition to fall a Sacrifice to the Ju-

| Petition was drawn for the Officers of the Army to 
| fign, and to prefent to his Majefty, with a Tender of

The Parliament had given fufficient Provocation 

for fo doing : The Queen, at her firft going into Hol- 
land, prevail’d upon the Prince of Orange, and the 
States of Holland, to iffue out a Proclamation, to 
command the Abfence of Delinguents from her Ma- 
jefty’s Court, in the following Words: 

* © Whereas we have connected and knit our- 
* felves in the Bounds of Amity;anda moft filial and 
reciprocal Friendfhip,with our moft Royal Father 
the King of Z£ngland, and his moft Honourable 
Parliament, now conjoin’d for removal of Grie- 
vances in the faid Kingdom we are bound in all 
due Refpe&, and more efpecially by the mutual 
Duty I owe his moft Sacred Majefty, not to har- 
bour or detain any Enemies to that State, or his 
Royal Perion in this Kingdom; whereas, there- 
fore, there are certain pernicious and ill-meaning 
Perfons here found with us, who have been, and 
ftill are Delinquents to the faid Houfes of Parlia- 
ment ; who have boldly undertaken to intercede 
¢ by petition to her Majefty, to be entertain’d into. 
* her Majetty’s Service at her Court, now holden 
* at the Hague; it being contrary to the Refpect 
‘ fhe hath, and doth continually owe to his Maje- 
* fty and thae honourable Affembly ; and alfo fo 
* far from her moft real Intentions, as fhe has re- 
« quefted us to fhew thus much by Proclamation — 
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* An Ordinance or Proclamation by the Prince of Orange, 
and States of Holland, in her Majefty’s Behalf and at her Requett, 
dec. London, i641. Penes me. 
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and Ordinance unto them, as fhall! be contain’d in 
thefe enfuing Particulars. 
tr. © That her Majetty doth nor, nor will not-by 
any means accept, no nor fo much as counte- 
nance their proffer’d Service towards her, until 
fuch time as they fhall have fatisfied the juft and 
condign Cenfure of the Parliament, by clearing 
themfelves of thefe Mifdeameanors, whereof they 
are accufed by that honourable Affembly. 
2, © That fhe hath not, nor cannot afcribe unto 
herfelf the Power of Acceptance of any one into 
her Majeity’s Service, without his Majeity’sleave, 
licence and condefcent. 
3. ¢ That for thefe Reafons above-named, to 
fhew her due Obeifance to his Majefty, and Love 
to the Parliament, fhe commands that none of 
the Delinquents to the faid Parliament, whatfo- 
ever, fhall prefume to intrude himfelf, within the 
Circuit of ten Miles of her Court. 
¢ We therefore, out of the Love we bear unto 
that Illuftrious King our Father, his Queen our 
Mother, and their famous Parliamenr, do ordain, 
That ifany fhould tranfgrefs this her Majefty’s 
Command, ratified by us, by their coming within 
the afore-mentioned Bounds; they be forthwith 
apprehended for breach of our Commands, con- 
trary to our Proclamation, and fent into England, 
to receive fuch Cenfure as they have deferved.’ 
Given under our Hands at Delph, this feyenth 
of March 1641. 


But afterwards, when the Queen was under 


a neceffity of applying to the Prince of Orange, 


for Affiftance againit his Rebel Subjects; Lord 
‘(Clarendon informs us, * ‘ That fhe had many Dif- 
* ficulties to contend with; for tho’ that Prince

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thence, purchafed a fmall Frigate of Thirty-two Guat, 
call'd the Providence, and freighted it with two hun- 
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‘ had a fignal Affection for the King’s Sér- 
vice, and did all he could to difpofe the States 
to concern themfelves in his Majefty’s Quarrel ; 
yet hisAuthority and Intereft was much diminith’d, 
with the Vigour of his Body and Mind: And the > 
States of Holland were fo far from being inclin’d 
to the King, that they did him all the mifchief — 
they could. They had before affifted the Re- 
bellion in ScoMland, with giving them Credit for 
Arms and Ammunition, betore they had Moneyto | 
buy any 3 and they did afterwards feveral ways dil- 
cover their Affections to the Parliament 3 which | 
had fo many Spies there, that the Queen could 


do nothing they had not prefent Notice of: fo 
that it was no eafy matter for the Queen to pro- 
vide Arms and Ammunition, but the Parliament 
had prefent Notice of it, and of the ways which 
were thought upon to tran{port them to the King.’® 
Neal, Ibid. Her Mayelly pledsed the Crown Few-

* « By the Sale of her own, as wellas the Crown 
Jewels, and by the Friendfhip of Heary Prince of 
Orange, the did all fhe could to provide what was 
neceffary.

In the 
mean ume, both the King himfelf, and they who

© Straughan. ‘That Ship, whofe Captain was 
‘ known to be faithful to his Majefty, was de- 
‘tained and kept in Holland, from the time of

© drawn an Army together. And fo Men ftill re- 
€ proach the Countcis that were then about the 
* King, as they were cenfured by many at that 
€ times but neither they then, nor thefe now, do 
« underftand the true Reatons thereof. The King 
« had not ac that time one Barrel of Powder, nor 
« one Muiquet, nor any other Provifion neceffary 
¢ for an Army; and, which was worfe, was not 
‘ fure of any Port, to which they might be af 
© figned; nor had he Money for the Support of 
his own Table, for the Term of one Month.’ 
Neal, ibid, But in this Anfwer, as in moft o- 
thers, bis Mayejly bad bis Ambiguities and Refer- 
vations. 

This is Mr. Neal all overs the King, in his 
Opinion, was wrong in every Inftance, and the 
Parliament in the right. The King, after they had 
forced him from his capital City, by fpiriting up 
Mobs again{t him, after they had feized upon his 
Navy, Forts, and Militia, (which they own’d at 
firft to be his undoubted Right) after they had 
actually began to raife Forces under the Earl of 
Effex, Thould have fate ftill, or have tamely re- 
figned up his Perfon and Crown, to have been dif- 
poted of at their Will and Pleafure; then ’tis pro- 
bable he might have been in fome {mall degree of 
Favour with Mr, Neal, 

Neal, p. 567. The like Difappointment bis Ma- 
i fty met with before Hull, which he befieged a fecond 
time, July 4. 

He iffued a Proclamation of his Intention to be-

their Charge againft us, that, by our Intention 
of making War againft our Parliament, no 
more is intended to be meant, than our Refolu- 
tion not to fubmit to the bigh Injuftice, or In- 
dignity of the Ordinance, and the Bufinefs of 
Hull. We have never conceal’d our Intentions 
in either of thofe Particulars, (we with they 


would deal as clearly with us) but have always, 


and do now declare, that the pretended Ordi- 
nance is againft the Law of the Land, againft

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the Liberty and Property of the Subjeét, deftruce | 
tive to Sovereignty, and therefore not confiftent — 
with the very Conftitution and Effence of the 
Kingdom, and to the Rights and Privileges 
of Parliament; that we are bound by our 
Oath, (and all our Subjects are bound by theirs 
of Allegiance, and Supremacy, and their own 
Proteftation lately taken, to affift us) to oppofe 
that Ordinance, which is put already in execution 
againit us, not only by training and arming our 
Subjects, but by forcibly removing the Maga- 
zines from the Places ereéted by the Countrys, to 
their own Houfes, and guarding it there with 
armed Mens whither ict will be next removed, 
and how ufed by fuch Perfons, we know not. 
And fince neither our Declaration, nor the Tef- 
timony of fo many of our Lords now with us, 


~can produce Credit with thefe Men, but that 


they proceed to levy Horfe, and raife Money, 
and Arms againft us, we are not to be blamed, 
if after fo many gracious Expoftulations with 
them, upon undeniable Principles of Law and 
Reafon, which they an{wer only by voting that, 
which we fay, to be neither Law nor Reafon; and 
fo proceed actually to levy War upon us, to juf- 
uify that which cannot be otherwife defended ; 
at laft we make fuch Provifion, that as we have 
been driven from London, and kept from Afuil, 
we may not be furprized at York, but ina Con- 
dition to refit, and bring to Juttice thofe Men, 
who would perfuade our People, that their Re- 
ligion is in danger, becaufe we will not confent 
it fhall be in their power to alter it by their 
Votes; or their Liberty in danger, becaufe we 
will know no Judge of that Liberty, but the 
known Law of the Land, Yet whatfoever Pro- 
vifion we fhall be compelled to make for our Se« 
curity, we will be ready to Jay down, as foon as

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« they fhall have revoked the Orders by which they 
© have made Levies, and fubmit thofe Perfons who 
‘ have detained our Towns, carried away our Arms, 
« and put the Militia in execution, Contrary to our 
¢ Proclamation, to that Trial of their Innocence

That now the War was denounced, by their ex- 
prefs Words, againft his Majefty, as it had been 
long before in their Actions; and both Parties

On the toth of June, the Parlia- 
ment publifhed Propofals for borrowing Money upon’ 
the publick Faith, at Eight per Cent. Intereft, and 
the full Value of the Plate; befides one Shilling per 
Ounce Confideration for the Fafbion. 

And they voted, ¢ That all Perfons as fhould 
¢ not contribute to the Charge of the Common- 
« wealch,in that time of imminent Neceffity, fhould 
© be difarmed and fecured. And that this Vote 
¢ might be the more terrible, they ordered the 
© fame Day the Mayor and Sheriffs of London, to 
< fearch the Houfes, and feize the Arms belonging 
© to fome Aldermen, and other principal fubftan- 
‘ tial Citizens of London, whom they named in 
¢ their Order: ‘© For that it appeared, by the 
« Report of the Committee, that they had not 
< contributed, as they ought, to the Charge of 
«© the Common-wealth.” By this means, (fays 
¢ Lord Clarendon) + the pooreft and loweft of 
« the People became Informers againft the richeft 
¢ and molt fubftantial; and the Refult of fearch-

* that the, Fines, Rents; &¥¢.. of Archbifhops, Bi- 
© fhops, Deans, &c. and all Delinquents who had 


‘ taken up Arms againft the Parliament, or had 


© been adtive in the Commiffion of Array, fhould 
‘ be fequeftred for the Ufe of the Common-wealth. 
* And that the King mighe not fare better than his 
« Adherents, they directed all his Revenue ari- 
* fing oat of the Rents, Fines in Courts of Juttice, 
© Compcfition for Warc*, ‘and the like, and all o- 
* ther his Revinue fhould be brought into the fe- 
* veral Courts, and other Places, where they ought 
© to be paid in, and nor iffued forth, or paid forth, 
s until farther Order fhould’ be taken by both 
¢ Houfes of Parliament, without fo much as af- 


‘ figning him any part of his own, towards the - 


‘ Support of his own Perfon. This ftout Invafion 


* of the People’s Property, (fays Lord * Clarendon) 
«and compelling them to part with what was moft 
‘ precious to them, was thought by many an un- 
¢ popular Act, in the Morning of their Sovereignty , 
¢ and that it would wonderfully have irreconciled 
‘ their new Subjefts to them. But the Conduétors 
¢ well underitood, that their Empire already de- 


‘ pended more on the Fear, than the Love of the 


* People; and that as they could carry on the War, 
* only by having Money enough to pay the Sol- 
‘ diers, fo that whilft they had that, they fhould 
‘ not probably want Men to recruit their Army 
upon any Mifadventure. It cannot be imagined 
what great Advantages the King received by the 
Parliament’s rejecting the King’s Meffages for 
Peace, and the manner of doing it: all Mens 
mouths were opened againft them ; the Meflages 
* Hiftory of the Rebellion, Vol. II. p. 24, 
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‘ and Anfwers, being read in all Churches, they 
who could not ferve him in their Perfons, con- 
trived how to fupply him with Money. Some 
eminent Governors in the Univerfities gave him 
notice, that all the Colleges were well fupplied 
with Plate, which would amount toa good Va- 
lue, and lay ufelefs in their Treafuries, “there be- 
ing enough befide for their common Ufe ; and 
that there was not the leaft Doubt, that whenfo- 
ever his Mayjefty fhould think fit to require that 
Treafure, it would be fent him. The Meffen- 
gers that were fent brought all the Plate, and a 
confiderable Sum of Money, which was fenta 
Prefent to his Majefty, from feveral Heads of 
Colleges, out of their particular Stores,’ 

There is a remarkable Order, for the raifing of 


Money, by the famed Committee at Goldfmiths- 
Hall, mentioned in a Traét, entitled, Regicides no 
Saints, nor Martyrs, |p. 34.] in the following 
BLS ‘ Thefe are to give you notice, by virtue 
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© of an Ordinance of the 27th of Oéfober laft, you 
are affeffed to lend the Sum of Fifty Pounds of 
lawful Englifh Money, to be paid for our Brethren 
of Scotland, for their affitting of us in this War 3 
and that you are forthwith to pay the jame to 
Mr. Waring, and Mr. Herring, Treafurers at 
Goldfmiths-Hall, according to the faid Ordi- 
nance 3 and that if you fhall fail to pay the fame 
within eight Days after the Date of this Ticket,

Houfe of Commons unluckily left it upon thefe 
Occafions,; they then undertook the Bufinefs, put 
themfelves and Creatures into all Committees; 
Perfons moft of them before only known by their 


Faces, and efteem’d for their Silence and Mode- 
{ty; but they foon grew bold and impudent, do- | 
mineering not only over the reft of the Houfe, | 
but much over others abroad, and by their | 


Pride and Infolency, contracting Envy and Ha- 
tred to the Parliament. By this means they 
had power over all the Money in the Kingdom, 
pleafured and recompenced whom they would, 
which were none, be fure, but their Creatures, or 
fuch as would be theirs; and fo made many Pro- 
felytes within doors and without, increafing their 
Party exceedingly ; which made them carry the 
Bufinefs of their Houfe as they would themfelves, 
and made it eafy to them inalt Debates, concern- 
ing Applications for Peace, to drive usto extre+ 
mities; demanding unreafonable things, laying 


upon the King the Conditions of Naa/h, to 


ibruft out bis right Eye for a Reproach, or as the 
Devil did to our Saviour, to have him fall dows 
and worfbip thems, \ay his Honour at their feet 5 
his Life at their mercy; whilft they, upon all Oc- 
cafions, revile-and reproach hims give counte- 
nance and encouragement to all the bitter, {curri- 
lous and unfeemly Expreffions againft him, im- 
peach the Queen, give her the Ufage (both in 
Words and Actions) one would not have done a

* Wife, Daughter, and Sifter of a King, €¢, 
‘ Then was there nothing but expelling Members 
© out of the Houfe, on the leaft Information. If 
‘ any of thofe Wbelps did but bark againft any one, 
« and could but fay, he was bufy in the Country ; 
‘ nothing but fequeftring, impeaching of Treafon, 
‘ turning Men and their Families, turning Wives 
‘ and Children to ftarve: fo many Committees and 
© Sub-Committees of Examinations, Sequeftrations, 
‘ sth and 20th Parts, €%¢. made in City and 
‘ Country; and fome of the moft factious, bufy, 
‘ beggarly Men put in, as fitceft Tools for fuch 
« Matters to work by, to rake Mento the Bones, 
¢ and take all advantages to ruin them. This was 
¢ agreat breaking of heart to ail honeft Men, e- 
‘ fpecially to thofe in the Houfe, who being pre-

King; and thereupon brought down the Rabble

nemies, and would pull out of the Houfe. Which 
did fo terrify many honeft timorous Men, and 
gave that Boldnefs to the others, as, contrary to 
all Order, they refumed the Queftion that was 
fettled on Saturday, for going on with the Bufi- 
nefs, and at laft carried it by fome Voices, to 
have itlaid afide.

If the fame individyal Bifhop Burnet has elfe- 
where contradicted this, LT hope he will allow, that 
his Opinion in this place ought to ftand for no- 
thing. In one of his Books, he fpeaks as follows: 
* « J fhall not engage farther between the King and 
¢. the two Houfes, than to thew, that‘his Majefty 
* had the Law clearly on his fide, fince he not only 
‘.confented to the Redrefs of all Grievances, for 
«which the leaft Colour of Law was alledged, but 
« had alfo yielded to larger Conceffions, to fecure 
« the Fears of the Subject, than had been granted 
« by all the Kings of England fince the Conqueft ; 
« yet their Demands were unfatisfied, unlefs his

Years after, was not only juftifiable, but commendable 


and glorious. | 

Or to put it in other Words: As the King (who 
had been already but too liberal in his Conceflions, 
had divefted himfelf of too many of his Rights) 
would not wholly give up his Sovereign Power, 
and every thing elfe into their hands, they were in 
the right to rebel, and their Rebellion was com- 
mendable and glorious.

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Ufe all worthy ways to reftore yourlelf to your 
Right, but prefer the Way of Peace. Shew the 
Greatnels of your Mind, if God blefs you, (and 
let us comfort you with that which is our own 
Comfort, that though AMiion may make us 
pafs under the Cenfures of Men, yet we look 
upon it fo, as ifit procure nor by God's Mercy 
to us a Deliverance, it will to you a Bieffing) ra- 
ther to conquer your Enemies by pardoning than 
punifhing, If you faw how unmanly and un- 
chriftian the implacable Difpofition is in our Tle 
wiliiers, you would avoid that Spirit, Cenfure 
usnot for having parted from fo much of our 
own Right; the Price was great, but the Com- 
modity was Security to us, Peace to our People ; 
and we were confident another Parliament would 
remember how ufeful a King’s Power is to a 
People’s Liberty; of how much thereof we di- 
velted ourlelf, that we and they might meet once 
again ina due parliamentary way, to agree the 
Bounds of Prince and People. And in this give 
Belief to our Experience, never to affe more 
Greatnets or Prerogative, than that which is really 
and intrinfically for the good of Subjeéts, not the 
fatistaction of Favourites. If you thus ufe fe 
you will never want Means to be a Father to abl 
and a bountiful Prince to any you would be ex- 
traordinary gracious to. You may perceive all 
Men entruft their Treafure where it returns them 
Intereft ; and if Princes like the Sea receive and 
repay all the frefh Streams the River intrufts with 
them, they will not grudge, but pride themfelves, 
to make up an Ocean. Thefe Confiderations 
may make you as great a Prince, as your Fa- 
ther is.now a low one; and your Eftate may be 
fo much the more eftablifhed, as mine hath been 
fhaken: for our Subjects have learned, we dare

I will now conclude this Anfwer, with a Cha- 
racter of this glorious Monarch, (whom Mr. Neal 
has made it his Bufinefs to blacken and afperfe in 
every Page) taken from the Teftimony both of 
Friends and Enemies. 

* Lord Clarendon’s great Charaéter of him, is 
too long to be inferted in this place; which he con- 
cludes in the following Words: ‘ To conclude, he 
* was the worthieft Gentleman, the beft Matter, 
“ the beft Friend, the beft Father, and the beft 
‘ Chriftian, that the Age in which he lived pro- 
« duced. And if he were not the greateft King, 
< if he were without fome Parts and Qualities, that 
“ made fome Kings great, and happy, no other 
« Prince was ever unhappy, who was poffeffed of 
© half his Virtues and Endowments, and fo much 
without any kind of Vice.’ 

Dr, (afterwards Bifhop) Brownrigg [in a Sermon 
before the Univerfity of Cambridge, March 7, 
1644.] fays: * Let us acknowledge our Happi- 
* nefs, who have no Pharaoh for our King, one 
© that feareth not the Lord, but one who both re- 
« ligioufly knoweth and feareth God. Did England 
* ever know a Prince more frequent, conftant, and 
“ attentive in the Worfhip of God? ’Tis a com- 
« mendable thing ina private Perfon, much more 
4 
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in a King, to keep his daily and conftant Hours 
of Prayer, to bring his Children up in the Wor- 
fhip of God, to teach them betimes to know the

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God of their Fathers, Survey the World, and 
fee how many Princes your Thoughts can prefent 
you with, furely their Names may be written in 
a fmall Compafs; we may, and fhould boaft of 
God’s Mercy, all Chriffendom cannot afford fuch 
an other.’ 

Dr. Welwood’s Character of him, (who was no 


High Flyer, no Enemy to the Conftitution) is this: 


‘ In his Temper he was grave, magnificent, libe- 
ral, and conftant; but more affable to Strangers 
than his own Subjects. It was his noble and 
generous Behaviour, that took fo much with the 
King of Spain, that he rejected the repeated Soli- 
citations of his Council to feize him, and paid him 
more Refpect than could have been well expected, 
had he been King of England at that time. Of 
his Compofure of Mind in the greateft Danger, 
he gave a notable Inftance, by his Behaviour in 
that great Storm at St. Andrees, which was wor- 
thy the ancient Philofophers: nor did he fall fhort 
in the braveft perfonal Courage, having expofed 
his Perfon in every Battle he was in; and often- 
times charged at the head of his Squadrons. He 
had a good Tafte of Learning, and more than 
ordinary Skill in the Liberal Arts, efpecially 
Painting, Sculpture, Architecture, and Medals; 
and being a generous Benefactor to the moft cele- 
brated Mafters in thofe Arts, he acquired the 
nobleft Colleétion of any Prince of his Time, 
and more than all the Kings had done before 
him. The Effentials of Divinity he was as much 
Mafter of, as ever his Father had been, but with- 
out the Allay of Pedantry; of this the Papers 
that paffed between him, and Mr. Henderfon at 
Newcaftle, will bea lafting Monument. He was 
a great Patron of the Clergy ; but his employing 
them in the higheft Offices of Truft in State-

¢ Matters, 
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Matters, created Envy againft them. He was a 
paMionate Lover of his Queen, fond of his Chil- 
dren, and kind to his Servants. He fpake feve- 
ral Languages very well, and with a fingular 
good Grace: he wrote a tolerable Hand fora 
King: his Senfe was ftrong, and his Stile Laconic. 
I have feen feveral Pieces of his own Hand, and 
therefore may the better affirm, that both for 
Matter and Form, they furpafs thofe of his ableft 
Minifters, and come nothing fhort of Strafford, 
or Faulkland, the two celebrated Pens of that 
Time. As to his Religion, he was a Proteftant, 
in the itricteft Senfe of the Church of England, 
and for the divine Right of Epifcopacy.’ 
* Bifhop Kennet informs us, ¢ That Mr. Alexan- 
der Henderfon, Minifter of the Word of God at 
Edinburgh, and chief Commiffioner from the 
Kirk of Scotland, to the Parliament and Synod of 
England, made a folemn Declaration upon his 
Death-bed, grounded upon the Experience he 
had in converfing and difputing Matters of Reli- 
gion with the King; wherein he prays for the 
good King’s being reftored to his juft Rights ; 
and among other things, fays thus: « I do de- 
clare before God and the World, that fince I 
had the Honour and Happinefs to converfe, and 
to confer with his Majefty, with all forts of Free- 
dom, efpecially in Matters of Religion, whether 
in relation to the Kirk or State, that I found 


him the moft intelligent Man that ever I fpoke 


with, as far beyond my Expreffion as Expeéta- 
tion. I profefs, that I was oftentimes aftonifh’d 
with the Solidity and Quicknefs of his Reafoning 
and Replies, and wondred how He, {pending his

tain’d fo great a Knowledge ; and muft confefs 
ingenuoufly, that I was convinced in Confcience, ie 
and knew not how to give him any reafonable | 
Satisfaction ; yet the Sweetnefs of his Difpofition 1H 
ig fuch, that whatever I faid was well taken, | 
mutt fay, that Inever met with any Difputant of 
that mild and calm Temper; which convinced 
me the more, and made me think, that fuch 
Wifdom and Moderation could not be without 
an extraordinary Meafure of Divine Grace. 1 
have heard much of his Carriage towards the 
’ Priefts in Spain ; and that King ames told the 
Duke of Buckingham, upon his going thither, 
That he durft venture bis Son Charles with all the 
Jefuits in the World, be knew bim to be fo well 
<< grounded in the Proteftant Religions but could 
<6 never believe it before. I obferved all his Ac- 
<< tions, more particularly thofe of Devotion, 
<s which I muft truly fay, are more than ordi- 
If I fhould fpeak of his Juftice, Magna- 
<© nimity, Charicy, Sobriety, Chaftity, Patience, 
«© Humility, and of all his both Chriftian and 
<¢ Moral Virtues, I fhould run myfelf into a Pane- 
and feem to flatter him, to fuchas donot 
m ; if the prefent Condition I lie in, did 
«‘ not exempt me from any Sufpicion of worldly 
“¢ Ends, when I expect every Hour to be called 
<¢ from all tranfitory Vanities to eternal Felicity + 
«¢ and the difcharging my Confcience before God 
‘¢ and Man, did not oblige me to declare the Truth 
‘6 fimply and nakedly, in fatisfaction of that 1 
‘¢ have done ighorantly, altho’ not altogether in- 
*¢ nocently.”’

«© When Mr. Vines returned from the Treaty of 


Uxbridge, [Tle of Wight] Mr. Walden being at 


London with Mr. Nathaniel Gilbert, News was 
brought to them, that Mr. Vines was returned ; 
whereupon they both went to Mr. Vines, who, 
after ulual Ceremonies between Friends, faid, 
with great Affection, Brother Yalden, how hath 
this Nation been fool’d? We have been told, that 
our King ts a Child, and a Fool; but if I under- 
ftand any thing by my Converfe with him, which 
I have had with great Liberty, he is as much of 
a Chriftian Prince, as ever! read, or heard of, 
fince our Saviour’s Time. He alfo faid, He is a 


very precicus Prince, and is able of himfelf to 


argue with the ableft Divines we have. Among 
the other things affirmed by Mr. Vines, my Fa- 
ther well remembers, Mr. Gilbert told him this 
Expreffion of his, in relation to the King, viz,

The next Evidence I fnall produce, is Wiliam 


Lilly, the famous Republican Almanack-Maker, 
who, tho’ he juftifies the King’s Marder, yer in 
the fame Tract, * intitled, Adonxarchy or no Mo- 
narchy in England, printed 1651. (p. 83.)- gives 
this Character of the King: ‘ That he had many

fingular Parts in Nature, was a good Mathema-

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tician, well read in Divinity, excellently in Hi- 
ftory, and no lefs in the Laws and Statutes of the 
Realm: he had alfo, amongft his other {pecial 
Gifts, that of Patience; fo that if any offered to 
him a long Difcourfe, he would, without inter- 
ruption, hear it at length, but then he would 
expect the fame Civility from others, He wasa 
ereat Admirer of his Queen, a provident Father 
for his Children, an Enemy to Blood and wilful 
Murder, and could not, by any Interceffion, be 
induced to fign a Pardon for one Stamford, that 
had killed a Man in Fieet-/ireet, notwithftanding 
he was a Favourite with the Duke of Buckingham. 
He was a perfect Friend, a great Lover of the 
Clergy, and an Advancer of them; no Courter 
of Ladies, nor Frequenter of illicite Beds; he 
honoured the Virtuous, was temperate in his Diet, 
not given to Luxury in his Food, or Apparel ; 
he was no Papi/f, nor favour’d any of their Te- 
nets.” 

My laft Evidence is Fames Harrington, E{q; (the 


famed Author of The Commonwealth of Oceana, 2 


is 


who was no Bigot to Monarchy. 
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hin Folio, dedicated to Oliver Lord Protector) 
© In the Month of 
May, he was admitted Groom of the Bed-cham- 
ber to the King, with Thomas Herbert, then at 
Holdenby in Northamptonfbire. * * His Majefty 
had taken notice, (fays Mr. Wood) that thofe 
Perfons had followed the Court, fince his com- 
ing to Newca/tle; and being fatisfied of the Re- 
port concerning them, as to their Sobriety and 
good Education, was willing to receive them into 
his Service, to wait upon his Perfon in his Bed- 
chamber, ée¢. Whilft our Author Hlarringion 
was in this Capacity, his Majefty loved his Com- 
pany, and did choofe rather (finding him an in- 
genious Man) to difcourfe with him, than others 
* Anthony Wood’s Athenx Oxon. Vel, IL. p.435. rt Edie. : 
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of the Chamber. They had often Difcourfes 
concerning Government ; but when they hap- 
pen’d to talk of a Commonwealth, the King 
feem’d not to endure it. At that time it was, 
that Harrington finding his Majefty quite another 
Perfon as to his Parts, Religion, Morals, &¥c. 
than what was reprefented by the Faction, who 
gain’d their Ends by Lyes and Scandals, he be- 
came paffionately affected with, and took all 
Occafions to vindicate him, in what Company 


- foever he happen’d to be; but then again, it be- 


ing fometimes imprudently done, he did fuffer 
for it in thofe captious Times, as by this Story 
*twill appear. His Majefty being hurried away 
from Holdenby, to the head Quarters of the 
Army, and from thence conveyed by flow Paces 
to Hampton-Court, and thence juggled into the 
Ife of Wight, (where he treated with the Com- 
miffioners of Parliament for Peace) and from 
Newport there, carried away by Licutenant-Co- 
lonel Ralph Cobbet, to Hurft-Cafile in Hampfhire, 
on the laft. Of November 1648. it happen’d, 
that Harrington, who was then with his Majefty, 
as one of the. Grooms of the Chamber, did one 
Morning fall into Difcourfe with the Governour 
of that Caftle, and fome other Officers of the 
Parliament-Army, concerning the late Treaty of 
Newport, wherein he magnified the King’s Wife 
dom in his Arguments with the Commiffioners, 


- upon the Propofitions for Peace, and Satisfac- 


tion the Parliament had in his Conceffions, and 
probably ina happy Event, if this Force in re- 
moving him to Hurft-Ca/tle had not intervened, 
and made an unhappy Fracture, (which created 
Parties;) enlarging alfo upon his Majefty’s learned 
Difputes with Mr. Richard Vines, and other Pre/- 
byterian Divines, with fuch Moderation, as gain’d 
Applaufe from all thofe that heard him argue, 

¢ Which 
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¢ Which Difcourfe, how inoffenfive foever, and ie 
‘ without Exception at any other Time or Place, i : 
‘Truth ts not at all Times feafonable, nor fafe to 
be fpoken, as by our Author’s Example was e- 
videnced. For thofe captious Perfons, with whom 
he held difcourfe, being full of Jealouly, and apt 
to wreft his Words to the worft Senfe, they with-. 
drew a little, and at their Return, told him plain- 
ly, they were diffatisfied at what he had faid. 
He defired them to inftance wherein; they re- 
plied, in all Particulars: which, when he began 
to repeat, for his own fatisfaction, and their bet- 
ter underftanding, they interrupted him, and 
told him, in plain Terms, they could not fuffer 
his Attendance any longer about the King. With 
which Proceedings, and Difmifs, without ac- 
quainting him with the Occafion, *twas ill-refen- 
ted by the King, who had Harrington in good 
efteem, looking upon him as a Gentleman quali- 
fied with fpecial Parts, and having found him 
trufty, his Service was more acceptable. Yet 
blamed him neverthelefs, for net being more 
wary among{t Men, that were at iuch a Time 
full of Jealoufies, and very little obliging to his 
Majefty. Being thus difmilt, and Herbert only 
left to attend the King in his Chamber, I think he 
was never admitted again, when the King was after- 
wards conveyed to Windfor, and {o to St. Fames’s. 
However, he was with him on the Scaffold, when 
he fuffer’d Death, and receiv’d a Pledge of his 
Majefty’s Affection. From that time, always, 
even when Oliver reign’d, he would fpeak of 
the faid King, with the greateft Zeal and Paffion 
imaginable, and would often fay to his Compa- 
nions, That his Death gave him fo great Grief, 
that he contracted a Difeafe by it, and that never 
any thing went more near him, than the Death 
—§ of chat moft wife and pious Prince.’ 
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Thefe are Characters from Friends and Foes, from 
Churchmen, Presbyterians, and Republicans ; the worft . 
of them, much lefs Enemies to the Memory of the 
Royal Martyr, than Mr. Neal, who has reprefented 
him all along, as a Favourer of Popery, and Arbi- 
trary Principles; as one who bad no regard to bis 


Word, or Promife. 1 pray God forgive him. 
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INCE this Anfwer to Mr. Neal was finifhed, 

two Complaints made by the Diffeniers, a- 

gainft the Church of England, occurr’d to” 
me; which, tho’ they are in one refpett foreign 
to the purpofe of Mr, Neal’s Book, as not falling 
within his Period, nor do I charge him with them;

Jar to be as reprefented, could Dr. Calamy ima- 
gine, that the Government would have been fo rigo- 
Tous as to have taken advantage of a Neglect that 
was unavoidable; or to ufe his own Words; That 
the Sub/cription was as peremptorily required as the 
Declaration? "The Faét is plainly otherwife, as he 
might have been convinced, by a baré Perufal 
of the fubfequent Paragraph in the A@ itfelf; 
which lodges a difcretionary Power with ‘the Or- 
dinary, to enlarge the Time, if there was a Necef 
fity for it. The Words as‘follow: * And that all and 
* every fuch Perfon (who fhall without fame lawful Im- 
© pediment, to be allowed and approved of, by the Ordie 
“ nary of tbe Place) itegledt or refufe to do tbe Jame, with- 
© in the Time aforefaid, (or in cafe of fuck Impedtinent) 
* within one Month after the Impediment is removed, 
* foal! ipfo facto be deprived of all bis Jpiritual Pro- 
© motions.’ So that where the Books could not be 
had in time, there was a longer Time to be grane 
ted; which was done, no doubt, by all the Bifhops 
where this Impediment happened, and where it was 
defired. One Inftance I meet with of this kind, from 
a Bifhop, who was as rigorous in preffing Confor- 
mity as any one; and that was Dr, Laney, Bifhop 
of Peterborough, who difpenfed with the Dean and 
Chapter of that Church, in purfuance of this Claufe 
of the Ac of Uniformity, in the following Words: 
*« Whereas by A& of Parliament made and priri- 
* ted the prefent Year 1662, for the Uniformity of 
‘Publick Prayer, Fc, it is enacted; among other 
* things, &@c, and that every Perfon who {hall

the Reader will take the Objection in form, as made 
by one of their own Writers: * To crown all, we 
affirm, That the Church of England would not fuffer 
u5 to publi/b what we bad prepared, and refufed to 
licenfe what little we did publifh on that Point, to wit, 
againft Popery, And.adds, That if be makes this 
good, the Scandal and Reproach will not lie on the 
Diffenters, but on the Church of England’; tho? he's 
loth to judge fo bard as fome doy That the denying 
them Liberty to appear with Reputation in that Quar-
